Haven exhibitor, lia4 disposed of 
three of his four theatres, owing 
to bad business. He was about to 
close his remaininir house. Cameo, 
and asked the distributors If they 
would allow him to cancel his con- 
tracts. His request granted, Garis- 
man Installed Vitaphone and began 
to do business again. 

F. B. O. then changed its de- 
cision and proposed to hold C.aris- 
tnan to hi.s contract, demanding that 
he make good in cash the tiiHie of 
the flhns he contracted for and did 
not use. The case was brought be- 
fore the Board of Trade^ and Garis- 
man lost the decision.* Meantime 
he had sold the Camoo to a corpo- 
ration, retaining but a^emalli In- 
terest in the company. 

F. B. O. entered suit In the courts 
and was again awarded a decision 
against Garisman, but the latter 
seemed unconcerned, as he no 
longer owninl any attachable prop- 
erty. 

The Film Hoard of Trade black- 
listed th»' Cameo, but First Na- 
tional sold the house pictures. Cliif 
Hess, of the Hasrs ofllOe^ w(««e First 
National and asked if the concern 
TV'ere not aware the house was not 
to be supplied with pictures. First 
National replied that there had been 
an error and the matter would be 
taken care of in the future. By 
some blunder both of these letters 
were sent to Garisman. 

After l.st N., Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer, Paiamount and Fox also 
sold the Cameo, it Is understood, 
because the> house has been placed 
on a cash deposit basis nUd iM^re 
was practically no risk. 

But when U. A. and P. D. C. sold 
the Cameo plcttires, the First Ka- 
tioaal. M-G-M and Paramount ex- 
change manaf^ers, who have voting 
control of the Film Board of Trade, 
euepended them.

The first 
filrht its receipts are said to have netted the owner $540 lor his share 
with the r- suit he dicidrd he had something and is now offering the 
picture througliout the country. 

The picture played for men only for about eight weeks when another 
picture was brought Into town, which Is playing to women only. Im- 
mediately it was decided to change the policy of the theatre in which 
the aped picture was beinf? shown to for women pnly and it has been 
running tiiis way for about two wecks^

The other instance of tlieatre operating: failure most frequently 
heard nowadays is that of the As* lier Brothers in Chicago. Yet while

One large producer on the west coast is reported to be carrying $100. OuO 
weekly overhead expen.se In contracted players and directors, who are 
iveekly tdla to that extent. This and Other iiraste mitsi be apportioned 
with that possibly telling the' answer to the low profit Oh plCtiire pro- 
duction by the bi^^est producers at present. i'- 

Several of the independent producers are profiting throVIgh it. They 
are makthg picturei on the ecbhomical ptitn* cii^lng no term contracts, 
and giving a finish to their product OOmparing very favorably with the 
pictures produced by others and costing perhaps six to ei^ht times as 
much. Tho large cost of the others are likely padded through the 
neeeisary "Overhead' chargeable to them. 



Nearly every film salesman In New York works on a straight salary 
basis. Some salesmen must outsell others, yet saiiaries iii the main 

remain much on an equality. It has come to pass that they arc anxi- 
ous for a commission grant, to enable them to make selling more profit- 
able and perhaps more energetic.

With this method it was found 
that autochromes could .be made 
without hypersensltizing the plates.

Antiquity <s the story's outstand- 
ing point. The hero loves the 
rancher's daughter, but likewise 
does the local gambllng-hall pro- 
prietor.

Custer gets the dough and 
pays oflf, but Is Implicated In a 
stage coach robbery. 

Direction is strong on love theme, 
but shows ragpred In some action 
spots.

Casting very good. Custer, ss lead 
shares considerable of his Impor- 
tance with Ruby Blaine, and tht 
eomhinatlon Is all to the good.

This First National feature has 
played around the country for a 
number of weeks although not 
reaching nearer to Greater New 
York than Newark where it was re- 
viewed at the Branford. As a film 
star, Babe (George Herman) Ruth, 
delivers almost as handily as on the 
diamond, which is saying much both 
ways for the KittlT Of Swat. 

The title is appropriate^ fitting, 
a consistent pun on the circuit 
clouter's fftTorite exploit on the dia- 
mond. 

The story has been Judiciously 
neutralised for universal appeal to 
include the domestic touch for ben- 
ofit of the femines, although unlike 
the background of "Knockout 
Hoilly," the great American pastime 
is popular with both sexes and not 
limited to one particular field. How- 
over, Wid Gunning played safe and 
the objeot of the title 1m stressed to 



mean everything in relation to the 

hearth and the fireside. 

A romantic background revolves 
about the proverbial ro.se-covered 
cottage, the seme of a pre-nuptlal 
split between Babe Ruth and Anna 
Q. Nilsson on the very eve of their 
wedding. Miss Nils.son ohiects to 
the slugging star of the Angels' 
tobacco chewing proclivities, and 
the quartet of hand -decorated cus- 
pidors with whieh Babe's team- 
mates have presented them, are 
rule d out. One situation leads to 
another in a well directed domestic 
squabble scene, and the couple 
part. 

The crisis on ths battleground, 
the usual, ninth innlnpr. but this 
time it's just a league pennant 
race, instead of a World's Series, 
comes with Miss Nilsson breaking 
through the stands to hand her 
amour a healthy plug of tobacco. 

This situation is conservatively 
built up. with us much of tho lYai\k 
Merriwell heroics eliminated as 
could be consistently accomplished 
without nullifying the effect. It is 
but another of the many other fine 
little touches In a simple baseball 
romance. 

"Babe Comes Home" has a nat- 
ural box-office appeal in its star 
who rates high as a space grabber. 
Think of baseball is to conjure up 
Ruth. That's why Ruth is worth 
plenty at the gate. No need to 
catalog this batsman. Couplod with 
a story structure like this and 
Ruth will win new followers for 
baseball, If such a thing Is possi- 
ble. The picture has been wisely 
directed In that Ruth's prestige on 
the diamond is not over-stressed 
but more taken for granted, and the 
romantic phase Is more to the fore. 

Miss Nilsson personates a 
laundress who complains of all 
ballplayers generally and Babe 
Dupran (Ruth) particularly as an 
exceptionally dirty and untidy 
group of athletes. She pens Babe a 
short but harsh note. He comes 
back twice as rough and tlia,t*s the 
beginning of things.

Interesting travel or educational, 
with several fairly thrillinff episodes 

of esklmo hunts, but the whole film 
does not carry out the title In a ro- 
mantic sense. It is an unstudied 
picturlzation of native life. In that 
lies both its strength and weakness 
for public exhibition. 

Scenlcally It is absorbing with Its 
limitless wastes of frozen sea and 
land, its muffled flgrdres and their 
quaint habits and weapons. Behind 
all this there Is the drama of their 
existence against the odds of arctic 
hardships, with starvation and death 
from cold just a step ahead. But 
the spectator has to build much of 
the atmosphere for himself, and the 
subject does not qualify as a feature 
to support a program anywhere. 

Elements of romance and drama 
are npt well staged for effect.

An- 
other has the killing of a polar bear 
in hand-to-hantl li>^htin>; with .sj)* n s 
and arrows. There ar^ real ihrillb 
here. A hunt from an Ice cake in 
which an enortmms walrus is the 
quarry, being Htalked among the ice 
and dispatched by harpoons, has a 
kick, too 

A semblance of story in th* court- 
ship of the hero's daughter by two 
rival tribesmen, but it is merely a 
slim thread u|>on which t o hang 
the scenes and text showing the 
strange livt .s of these far-north peo- 
ples. It never reaches any intrin- 
sic interest. In this respect the 
picture is greatly inferior to "Na- 
nook of the North," a similar sub- 
ject made under the auspices of the 
Hudson Bay Company in 1!>22 

"Nahook" took particular interest 
at the time from the circumstance 
that polar regions were much in the 
public eye beiau.se of explorations 
then figuring in the news, and that 
gave it poiuilar valiio. No such aid 
is at haiul for "rriuiilive l^ove," 
which i.s merely a Kfooii short maga- 
zine subject stretched out to dull 
feature length.

of the novelty of talking pictures, 
the duplicating of actual happenings 
possessing **n9Wtf* Intaraat la un- 
questionably Movietone's punch. 
Those witneaslnff attested to that. 
On tha othar hand, of tha legitimate 
performers Gertrude Lawrence 
aaamed to register tha best on voice, 
appearance and material. The Eng- 
lish girl is on the side of the fllra 
with her comedy lyrical numbet 
which sha flrat Introduced hare It 
Chariot's Revue.

time. . The house now plays first 
runs of high grade products and 
would-be "specials" on a grind 4nd 
without stage fare. 

This week's (last week's) program 
had as its feature "The Night of 
Love." This picturo should have 
been a pipe, but It wasn't Monday 
or Tuesday, the first two days of the 
engagement. The title has been be- 
fore the public, via newspapers, for 
the past month or so, having been 
declared "immoral" by Chicago cen- 
sors and a Judge. An appeal follow- 
ing the barring decision brought a 
favorable verdict from another 
judge, a permit to show the picture 
and another lojul of publicity. Still, 
the picture didn't draw Monday or 
Tuesday: but neither did the pro- 
ceding "Slide, Kelly, Slide," "Mc- 
Fadden's Flats," "The Fire Brigade," 
"Flesh and the Devil," "Sorrows of 
Satan," or, in other words, the b<^8t 
program releases that have hit Chi- 
cago in recent weeks. 

The balance of the program con- 
sisted of Lloyd Hamilton's "Breez- 
Ingr Along," one reel Educational 
comedy release; "Hodge- Podge," 
travelogue short, and the news reel. 
The last named included four shots, 
all Paths. Lindbergh's take-off led 
and reaped an Immensi^ hand. The 
house also employs two organists 
and a 16-piece pit orchestra under 
direction of Joseph Knglehardt. 

That besides the regular house 
staff, represents an approximate 
weeWy overhead of $16,000. A con- 
siderable "nut" for a straight film 
theatre and more considerable than 
that in face of a weekly gross of 
seldom more than (16,000. 

The pit orchestra, for some rea- 
son, plays no overture. That the 
time consumed by overtures would 
force out one showing of the feature 
picture dally, nnd, of course, the 
accompanying attendance, might be 
the reason. There Is a 1>osslblo 
solution, one that would make up 
for the problematical loss of the one 
attendance. A "class** overture 
would add greatly to the bill, be- 
sides establishing a "class" or even 
muslc-loving patronage. As Is. the 
orchestra simply plays with the pic- 
ture. And the organists do the 
same, neither doing a solo and only 
playing when the orchestra Isn't. 

That was the show, two hours of 
It, and all films. Films, no matter 
how much they may please the 
mind, have an unrestful effect on 
the eye when shown without a let- 
up. 

Maybe some intermingling music 
with lights on would help, or some 
stage stuff, or even some vaudeville 
with the pictures would bring back 
the good old McVicker's days, plus 
some of the food old lioVteksr's 
business.

Also 
deduction of drop-outa to data are 
made from the number the group 
held before summer breezed in. 

The above averages as to number 
of honaea may allp slightly at tha 
first sign of a real heat wave, but 
not enough to change the running 
order as listed until the new season 
swings In. 

The hou.se average is founded on 
a numeral basis rather than income 
with the exception of Markus, who 
mtoa leadar In both. Dow and 
Fisher, although with a lesser list, 
rate better on the financial intake 
at this time of season than Under 
through moot of Uia lattar'a hiem- 
tive split' week and four-day stands 
having already put up the shutters 
and ousted vaudeville, thus leaving 
a majority of ona and two-day 
stands open. Linder, howevor, haa 
partially counterbalanced loss of 
theatre revenue through adding 
several parks for summer bookings. 

John Coutts holds to a fair aver- 
age with 16 houses, mostly split 
weeks, while Unity Vaude vUle Ex- 
changa hoaats IS, tho latter mostly 
one and two -day stands. Walter 
Plimmer has nine houses operating 
through summer, which is more 
than tha latter held at thia tlma a 
year ago. The latter's revenue is 
also enhanced through having a 
financial interest in several upstate 
houses for which ho supplies 
bookincs.

F. B. O. and Co- 
lumbia, tho three leading liidopond- 
ottl picturo producers. 

Ben4ing tho Markot 

This is believed to have been In 
the exhibitor's mind when he said 
the convention might* take a day off 
to provMo oapport for tedepondont 
producers. It is the exhibitor's 
opinion that If this point were 
taken up at the convention and na- 
tional word oonvoyed, after the 
analysis of the programs, as also 
suggested, that either or all of the 
three loading independent producers' 
next ooasen'o reloasos aro worthy of 
purchase, that the support of the 
exhibiting theatres for those re- 
leases, not alone cheaper in cost 
than the old-line producers, would 
tend to bond tho yoatal eoot of the 
entire market. 

In addition to the three independ- 
ent producers mentioned is the 
merged Patho, with a tntot by ex 
hlbitors that Pathe will provide a 
purchasable output under its re- 
organization with P. D. C, with 
Cecil 6. DeMlllo and D. W. Qrif- 
ftth as its directing heads. 

Neither Columbia, P. B. O. or 
Tiffany has an extensive line of re- 
leases. In comparison with tho Big 3 
or Fox or U. EUich has been 
striving and with success for a 
quality brand of program release 
that will stand up outside of- the 
Independent marlcot. Each has 
achieved that aim and all of the 
three Independents are recognized 
by inde exhibs as picture makers 
of merit. It la conoedod that their 
output Is cheaper, and also that 
their entire fleld or in first runs is 
more limited through being non- 
theatro operators by themsOlves. 
Yet each within the past two sea- 
sons, by sheer quality of picture, 
has broken into the first run divi- 
ilOR of all of tto largw chain oper- 
ators-distributors-producers. 

One theatre operator of large 
dimensions with producing affilia- 
tions has ssld that ho looks upon 
the Independent producers men- 
tioned, as a source for his second- 
ary first runs. He frankly stated 
finding them to his olrctilt's advan- 
tage, both In quality of product and 
rental prices. 

Manipulating Fred Thomson 

One exhibitor Interviewed had 
quite decided views of the Inde 
exhib of America as a buying force, 
were It ixerted. His views are not 
uncommon among exhibs, but In 
a couple of Instances cited were 
examples of the power, he stated. 
Oflib of the Instances refers to 
F.VB, O. and Its manipulation of 
l¥0d Thomson, the western star. 
This exhib stated that that manipu- 
lation might bo used by a buying 
force as an argument against F. B. 
O., if F. B. O. looked for the inde 
exhib support. 

Also In tho 'Westerns'* ho men- 
tioned is Paramount's attempt to 
foist Luden, an unknown, as a regu- 
lar high priced western star, and 
aloo tho same thing with Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayor and Tim McCoy, 
although the latter to date has been 
far from a sensation. 

In tho Thomson matter, the exhib 
said, he believed Joe Kennedy.

A Arm of Broadway producers likes to make it known to vaudevlUians 
they will not book through a certain agent. They make it so strong 
the act immediately appreciates it can not mention its agent' name, 
if handled by that acont When receiViDg the offer tho acts say they 
will think it over, eonsult the agent* mnA stthor aceopt or mioet on his 
say so. 

If accepting, each Week they pay the agent his 10 per cent or more 
commission and the producing fhrm well knows they do. Tho firm Is so 
helpless it foregoes its oath never to book through the ag^t on the plea 
the act didn't give that agent's name. And the a^ent is said to make 
it plenty expensive in the salary way for the firm, which has to pay top 
salary for every one it engages through Its general unsavory standing. 

Actors this Arm needs and some they must have probably get 25 per 
cent more in salary than the actors or acts would ask elsewhere. Agents 
and acts working together usually add on that much. 

Bovsral barred agents in straight vaude circles are also up against 
the samio thing, with the vaude bookers, but that's another gag. Acts 
when agents promote them Into money and position take care of their 
agents with rare exceptions. The exceptions are^arer nowadays than 
in past years. With the wide open field at present, vaude heads or 
Broadway producers earry little fear for actors. 

One of the former vaude agents who doesn't stand at all with 
the vaude bunch was kicked out when he had a $500 act under his belL 
He has made more out of that one act alone since leaving the vaude 
agenting oAoso thnn ho did any week when ho had to split ono-half of his 
I per cent. Another Indo agency firm who has never squawked about 
*'a stone wall in picture bookings." has been making more WS^ly than 
does the big time vaude agency they formerly worked for. 

It appears to hnvo been tho most expensive verdlet In a working way 
ever secured by the Keith-Albee office when it defeated Max Hart. Im- 
mediately the K-A agents got the idea they should have had years before, 
that they can wake up any morning to find they have no business. This 
has led to an Inward rovolt amongst nearly all of them, with the revolt 
asserting itself in several ways.^ While for Hart, though ho contested 
as a matter of right and principle, he and everyone else know he Is 
making at the very least twice the money today as an agent as he did 
In his best years with Keith-Alboo. 



While driving past the miles of movie mavmatt^' mansions at Santa 
Moni<-a Sunday I decided to drop in nt TiOuls Mayer's (probably because 
it was to that place 1 had the invitation). 

It was "Eastern office" day and I found loads of visitors who had 
come out to attend the picture sales conventions topping it off by a 
wo«4t-end in the beach mavie colony. Most by that time had ^rotten 
over the scare they had sufTored a few days bi'fore when thoir speciai 
train was halted in the middle of the desert and held up by a gang of 
villainous-looking cowboys.

A bit of dreariness in the prevailing report that the Western Vaude- 
ville Managers* Association, the largest booking agency at one time 
outside of New York, Is about through. What little it has left in the 
booking of vaodo BMOnly oonslsts of Orphoun, Junior, houses. 

Tho tale of the association is a steady decline slnos attompting to book 
and compete under the methods of Kut Kahl, who In reality has been 
in entire charge of the association ever since Charlie Bray left it. 
Ehreryono In tho association at prssent Is s Kut Kahl messenger, under- 
standing they must do as ordered by tho Kutter or else ! 

To Kahl's record will stand that ever since he has had full charge 
of the association and Orpheum, Juniors, he has never built up a town, 
the deelino usually starting with a new Orpheum house within a month 
after it opened. Tho Kahl system has been to deluge a failing house 
with cheaper shows. No attempt ever was made by the Kutter to send 
a new house along with a better type program If the first policy didn't 
stand up. However, the Kahl method has been perfect for the opposi- 
tion wherever tho opposition displayed Showmanship. 

It's a recurrence almost with the main line Orpheum circuit tho ^past 
season. It's doubtful if the Orpheum has over two big time money 
makers on its circuit and those two, Palace, Chicago and Orpheum, Los 
AngoMl. In Ki^sas City oven tho Malnstreet, an Orpheum pop price 
house and policy, after an advantageous start with its recent new policy, 
has started to slip, while tho bip time Orpheum there Is pitiful. 

The most outstanding set back on the Orpheum time, however, has been 
tho State-Lake, Chicago, once believed to bo the best vaude theatre as 
a money maker in America. During its first years the Stato-Lako netted 
about $750,000 annually. Now it's lnrky if breaking even, for grosses 
in that house have dropped from around $28,000 weekly to between 
117,000 and $18,000 • week, currently. The latter may be credited to Paul 
Ash. Not only Is Ash responsible for holding thO B. * K. Oriental. Chi- 
cago, to around $40,000 weekly, but he has never coi^t the Statc-T.ako 
less tlian $10,000 a week In lowered receipts. Since A.sh has been the 
Loop's sensation, and that Is over a year, he seemed to pick off the 
State-Lake patrons. _ 

The apathy of standard vaudeville acts about changing material Is 
blamed upon current booking methods by acts playing the Keith-Albee 
and Orpheum circuits. According to many acts, using the same material 
they used flvo years a^co. the bookers discourago tho purchase of hew 
mat*>rlal and productions by their catch penny methods and by xnaking 
the act take all of the hazards when securing a new turn. 

After paying an author his advance royalty, purchasing costumes and 
scenery where necossary and going through tho Usual rehearsal period 
necessary, the act Is asked to "show" at a cut salary, regardless of tho 
status of the act In the office. Not only does this apply to acts carrying 
productions but more particularly to standard two acts, singles and acts 
in "one" using tho same gags and bits for seasons. 

According to these artists aftr r broaching the subject to the bookers 
they were always discouraged If the modernizing entailed any additional 
salary demands. As the bookers were usually more willing to book tiie 
old act at the salary set tho acts felt It Was out of their province to 
worry about material. A recent In.stance is a two-act that played the 
I'alace with the same routine of talk used for the pn.st four yearn, be- 
tween musical comedy engagements. No interest was shown when the 
act offered to do something new at Increased tariff.

sands of dollars have been withheld 
from the government. 

When the actual teteatfcatl<t« 
gan last week the ticket men In- 
volved g^rew panicky and called 
conferences to decide on ways and 
means 6t de^MM. ▲ seneral fund 
Wab subscribed, and Louis Marshall, 
who carried the test case of New 
^ Xork State's 50-cent ticket law up 
ta the U. S. Simreme ©ewtk ^flwre 
M. was found unconstitutional, was 
Rffain retained. It Is understood 
Mr. Marshall will not figure in the 
prwMlit lot%iaj|atloii othtir thaa as 
Hftrlsory couOMl, but that he will 
act when the natter reachea the 
highest tribunal. 

Tba dohtaii^ la that tt Kaw 
Tark's 60-cent ticket premium law 
was rated as price fixing and there- 
fore Invalid, the federal law which 
provides for a tax of M par Mat of 
all premlmna above 60 cents per 
ticket Is equally 10. Aloo that it 
Ip confiscatory. 

The gorarluiiaht has iio eonj^lnt 
acataat ti^ payment of the B per 
cent, tax on strictly 50-cent pre- 
miums, althouirh in most agencies 
If per eeat li Htftoatly eollaeled. 
laapaetori wara tipped off that 
many excess premiums weie se- 
ctired on tickets disposed of by New 
^ York's excluslTO. duba^ whooa daal- 
liwr hava baatt widi a number of 
agencies. Recently records In the 
Racquet and Tennis, Colony, Har- 
yard, Yale and VnlTeralty olttlMI 
Wmm aalaed. The amounta paid the 
agencies for tickets were investi- 
gated and last week tho brokers 
were called downtown.

"Rackef* Costs 
How dopp the Inveatlpatlon will 
ige is conjectural, but it cannot pro 
seed very deeply without Involving 
the manafrers and theatres. It 1h 
the managers whom tho brokers de- 
clare are responsible for a good por- 
a ttsa of exceas price getting. There 
are so many angles to the ticket 
Held that only those brokers who 
have grown up in it fully under - 
atand tha *Yaokat eosts^ that could 
ba traced to tha managerial offices. 

This season four or five producers

if such "oolloctluns" should not be 
placed on the monthly ticket re- 
turn required and filed by each 
theatre box office 

Similarly, the kick-back money 
from agencies to manager on the 
regular 50-cent premium tickets 
may be investigated. The kick- 
back money is believed to be an 
excess over the established or box- 
ofnce price and the law la elaar on 
that point--one-h|af to be paid the 
government by the manager, Just 
as one-half of all over a 60-cent 
premium should go to the govern- 
ment from the agencies. 

When fighting the 50-cent law in 
Sow York the brokers put up a 
general defense that they w«re 
forced to buy tickets for bad shows 
and therefore sustain a positive 
loss, only compensated by charging 
excess premiums on the compara- 
tively few real successes. After the 
law started operating there was an 
investigation, during which the 
ticket people claimed they were en- 
titled to a aarvica charge to' cover 
extra expense in carrying charge 
accounts, losses therefrom, delivery 
and what not. That was not up- 
held,/ but further proceedings hung 
fire until a test case was finally 
disposed of in the broker's favor by 
the Supreme Court. Virtually the 
same defense Is put up agatoat the 
government's present investigation, 
in addition to the confiscatory ex- 
cess premium tax. 

Alphabetical 

Tba district attorney decided to 

call the brokers for examination in 
alphabetical order, with Alexander's 
agency the first to be Questioned. 
Curiously enough. It Is ona of the 
smaller offices, receiving an incon- 
siderable ticket allotment His 
bookkeeper caused something of a 
stir Friday by deelaring a donbia 
set of books were kept. The boolcs 
described were ledger 1 and ledger 
2, besides a daily journal or aalea 
book. 

The bookkeeper. Miss Schaffner, 
described the use of the two ledgers, 
one for the sale of tickets at 50- 
eent premium and tha other for 
tickets sold to clubs at high prices. 
She stated that not until late in 
192$ did the agency sell Uckets for 
mqiPf thaa %% eanta oter tba price 
a9d declared that was necessary be- 
cause Alexander had to pay more 
than box-office prices to the the- 
atrea to secure tickets^ A prioa was 
set on the tickets, but there "was 
no limit on what we can charge for 
service and delivery.'* 

Willing to Pay 

Tuttle sought to have the witness 
admit that iii addition to charging 

clubs high prices for tiokals, an ad- 
ditional 10 per cent was added as 
a service tax. The outstanding 
case of excess charging waa brought 

out In the case of a charge of $59.40 
for six tickets to "Countess Marit- 
za" (which has a box-office top of 
I5.S0). A pink slip was offered In 
evidence, inade out to the Harvard 
Club for the tickets, which were 
purchased by Richard RoelofTs, 
mesnber of the ohtb «nd a down- 
town broker. Actually the price paid 
for the six tickets was about $3 
more per ticket than had they been 
purchased at a BO-cent premltim in 
the agency. The witness explained 
that "the clubs want what they 
want" and are willing to pay extra 
for front locations. 

Tuttle in his statement to the 
federal commissioner declared he 
believed that as monthly returns by 
the agencies to the tax collector 
were all along similar lines, a 
charge of conspiracy might be 
raised. He also intimated that per- 
jury might be proven because the 
sworn returns did not Include the 
premiums received from the clubs. 
The prosecutor contended tliat there 
was a further violation in the man- 
ner In which the agencies kept 
books and also in the alleged 10 
per cent service charges. 

A number of well-known Clutynen 
are expected to be called. It Is wall 
lyiown that such patrons when en- 
tertaining care little for expense, 
and It is questionable If process 
servers will be able to slap papers 
on The woalfhy clubmen. 

Because of appearuuce in court 
Of couniel for the accused brokers, 
the prosecutor stated he would de- 
lay action before the grand Jury. 
Ex- Congressman Nathan D. Perl- 
mall and Charles H. Griffiths repre- 
sented Oscar Alexander and his 
agency and will act similarly fbr

UGHTNDT ' PUGIARISM 
CASE MAY BE DEFENDED 



According to the Appellate Di- 
vision, New York, John Golden and 
Winchell Smith are to be afforded 
opportunities for defending Estha 
W. Alston's suit on' plagiarism 
charges involving "Llghtnln'," the 
long distance Broadway success, 
until Anne Nichols* **Abie'S Irish 
Rose" came along. 

If an original default verdict in 
the administratrix-Widow of Arthur 
Alston were permitted to stand, 
it would have meant the loss of 
over 11,000,000 to Smith and Oolden. 

The producer and co-author of 
the late Frank Bacon's success 
through Inadvertence permitted 
Judgment by default. This entitled 
Mrs. Alston to an accounting oi the 
profits and a receivership. 

Subsequently the suit was re- 
opened and tha verdict set aside 
with Mra. Alston contesting this 
snatching away of her legal vic- 
tory. 

Tha ground upon which Smith 
and Qolden secured the vacating of 
the Judgment is their plea that 
Alston waited until Frank Bacon's 
death before starting suit This was

Actori' Willingness to Play Commonwealth Helps 
Shoestring Game— Need for Material in Stock 
Releases Encourages Gambling 



SmaJl profit producers and shoe 
itring promoters are rated for the 
Siajority of legit flops during: the 
past season. Greater hazard on 
production cost and weekly payroll 
would prompt mor« cartful pieklng. 
showmen declare. 

These newcomers to producing, 
ranging from former office boys in 
producer's ofllMS to outsiders 
angling for personal glory and 
small return are easily satisfied as 
to material so long as it resembles 
a play. The •crlt>t Is the asset to 
promote a few thousand dollars, 
gather a commonwealth cast, get 
a bouse on first money basis and 
shoot tho shdw depending upon Joe 
Liblang. 

Promoter Gets His 

No matter how slim the intake 
nay be for the couple of weeks the 
' '^p" lasts the producer has made 
a contract with his playwriglit 
whereby he gains 50 per cent con- 
trol of stock and picturo rights, a 
salary while the show la In prepa- 
ration and while running. 

Theatre, cast and playwright are 
all gambling, but not the producer, 
mie worst ho can break Is a few 
thousand to the good and sometimes 
sufllcient publicity to make him 
Ini6ini ail « manager, making it 
oasier to promote the next one. 

One manager who previously 
went in for the art side of tlie 
theatre and succeeded on that angle 
If not financially has done im about 
face this season. He has produced 
a trio of out and out flops, but has 
made from 1400 to |600 weekly 
profit by forcing thorn through 
cheap rental and small salaried 
casts to make both stock and pic- 
turo rights worth a fair price when 
toady to release. 

Condition in atook 

The stock revenue Is the main 
profit for the producers of "flops." 
With the increujsed number of 
Slodu operating and attendant In- 
creased demand for releases the 
htid ones are snapped up imme- 
diately and more often than not 
competed for by the play agencies 
supplying the stocks. 

The condition described is 
prompted through hits running a 
•«ason or two at least before be- 
coming available for the stocks and 
with the winners demanding heavy 
royalty while the flops can be 
farmed out at much more reason - 
mblo figure and keep the play brok- 
Orage doing business. 

Some of the play agencies thorn - 
•elves. overOtookod with product 
that would have little value with- 
out New York presentation, no 
matter how brief, have been en- 
oouragiiig production by newcomers, 
waiving the usual advanco and in 
some cases advancing reasonable 
•ums on production cost. In the 
latter case tho producer figures 
■lightly better than an employe 
With the play company owning the 
■how outright and getting the 
gravy when ready for stock and 
-Piotitre release. 

Actors Get Short End 

Actors have been the heaviest 
losers In time and money on such 
propositions yet have not dis- 
couraged commonwealth casts which 
has long since been a bone of con- 
tontion with Equity. Even In cases 
whprc plays have proven sufficiently 
promising to be taken over after 
the original production, all that has 
hoen necessary to dodire the com- 
monwealth obligation has been to 
suspend production for oi^ht weeks 
Jator taking over which absolves 
the producer from any obligation 
to retain the original cast. 

These small profit nnd cut-rate 
producers are Increasing from sea- 
son to season. They aro little 
cr*^(\lt to Bhow buslnesn. but they 
collect regularly and keep tho flop 
wrage at a peak.

Of the theatre at the fountain beads, 
a.s an Inspiration to the lesser tliinps to be at least, the best, eacb of its 
kind. Then stability pf prices, "with all other grades, will follow in their 
proper places."

proioot his contracts only when ho makes those contracts wiHely. But 
his prlhcipai object, in Joining his organisation should bo to help his pro- 
fession rather than to hv.\p hlmaclf. Ills organization nnist make him a 
responsible party to tiie contract before it can mako tho other party 
to the contract responsible to him. And this is as it .should i)e. We 
should not ask what we are not willing to give. 

For Instance. A producing firm, two women as It Iiappcned In this 
case, recently f!:ot a dociHion apainst an actor and hi.s opKMiii/atlon in;u1») 
Iiim pay the amount claimed against him. Two weiks' salary, in thi^ 
particular case, $2,000. Tho actor paid it without ^luestlon. Thereby 
maintaining his own self respect and tliosc of his follows. .iio: dld JK>t 
ask for delays, or attempt to iind technicalities by wblchi to .fab^psk^; ^ :^ 

On the Other Foot 

Later one of the members of the same producing Arm lost a decinion 
involving the payment of two weeks' salary to another actor. Both 
decisions were rendered by a member of tlie U. S. board of arbitration 
from which there i.s no appeal. But the producer in question sought 
out the actor and bugged for a month's delay. Instead of leaving the 
caao la tho hands of his organisation, the actor granted the month's 
delay, with the consent, although not with the adWoe of his organlsik- 
tion. 

When the month was up he found that the producer was not now 
reoognlaod as a member of the managers' association. 8uppo«M» It seenta 
to seeuro this particular producer, seising on a technicality, and they 
refused to settle for the bankrupt producer, mahllMI^ point, tha!^ thO 
claim was "not in the shape of an award." 

Just what that had to do with It does not appear. Wlih or iirltfaout 
an '^wac^'* any run-of-the-play contract, which this was, calls for two 
weeks' salary, at lo4»Kt. So that, although after putting in four weeks 
of rehearsal period and an opening, this actor must wait indellnitely 
for a settlement, that it must be made eventually Is reasoni^bly certala. 
A U. 8.' boartf of arbitration decision must be upheld at all aosCS. WhsiSNi 
as, without an organisation, it would never be paid. 

A lack of stamina on the part of aa actor often makes it difficult for his 
organization to obtain Justico. The fear of reporting flagrant injustloes 
in tho fear of losing the favor of some producor. This has led to maar 
caass whoroln, for Instance, a holder of a run-of-the-play contract is 
often deliberately "ridden" at rehearsal until in irritation or anger he 
breaks or repudiates his contract and thus loses any claim, or a fear of 
loss of employment for "sticking up" for his ivmt Upngi W WftXk 
stipulated In tho eontiraet. 

Errors of Actors 

But the principal harm done by actors to themselves is in running to 
their organization with trivial llttia kicks about hothlafr at all— ooai- 
plaints that have no hSsIa hi law, personal grievances and contentions. 

Thsoa aro the first to be back In their dues, tho first to spread dis- 
sension against their own organisation, ^114 to attempt disintegration by 

hint and Innuendo. ^ . -^k. \ 1.^ 

Worse, oven, aro tho «miUo mi^ois l» o o mp a nlos ^JthA actors who 
ara always trying, at rehearsal and between acts, to impress the othar 
actors with their importance and the faults of the management. 

There Is at least some respect to be y corded to the actor who goo# 
boldly and frankly to his managomoni or his organiaatlon with his com^ 
idalnlB, however lU founded. But the contemptible artist Is pressing 
room fault-finder who has a knock for everything connoted with tho 
InstltuUon from which he derives his bread and butter. m%^A 
And always, he will bo found to bo tho ona wlio Whod «roaa«

Theatrical folks with serious 
minds are buying the new fancy 
garments with a eertain degree of 
caution but the more elaborate 
dressers In the prof"Hsional field 
have taken to underwear not unlike 
the women wear with « #lidop ftiid 
howl. Furthermore, they are pay- 
ing big prices for novelty effects. 
Those who play golf will horrify 
tha iookar room crowds thla Sum- 
mer unless the stylists have grossly 
misinterpreted their public. 

In so far as man and his cravats 
Are concerned It is a ease of right 
you are If you think you are; with 
reservations. Variety's fashion spy 
:finds that color is tho thing this

The newest thing in color is 
green; green that suggests ab- 
sinthe.

The combina- 
tion has the approval of the ex- 
perts but l« not generally em- 
ployed. 

Many of the Broadway Jills are 
wearing black and white this spring. 
Ensenible addicts among the men 
are trying to harmonize by featur- 
ing Mnck and white striped shirts 
and cravats. 

Janea With Canat

liut take a theatre audience, cold 
sober after the evening repast, and 
tlirust a counterpart of a nocturnal 
madhouse before their conscious- 
nos.e;, and what can be the reaction 
for them in nlation to Mis.s Cui- 
nan's elui), and to every form .oX 
night clubdom or night life? 

They are faced with the prime 
perpetrator of genteel financial ex- 
traction brazenly lampooning her 
form of piracy. It's a cinch this 
will nf>t imhire a visit to any night 
club lliat evening, let alone Miss 
Guinan's place of nocturnal diver- 
tissement. Not only will it boom- 
erang for all night life, but for her- 
self primarily. On top of that, who 
will want to pay an additional $3 
or $4 couvert to get another load of 
Ouinan after two and luttC hcMin 
of lier in the theatre? 

l»robably no one knows it better 
than Texas Ouinan that she Is no 
comedienne or even a good revue 
participant. Tex appreciates that 
Morganstem A Sdlbilia M paying 
her $3,500 a week (four weeks up 
in advance in a sound financial in- 
stitution by grace of m Mr. Kauf- 
man of the Bronx, the "angel") not 
for her histrionic talents, ¥ut for 
her name and tiifn^ as a eafe per- 
sonality. And that's about all Miss 
Ouinan shows in the shoWt her rep. 

For a starring reyuo, ilho to too 
economic with her person or her 
talents, but after a flash at either 
or both, it's Just as Welt An at- 
tempt at fortifyhig her presence 
with skit and "black-out" material

•Padlocks of 1927- without a 
nif?ht club scene would be as in- 

(•ff»'(;tual as MI.s.s CJuinan without a 
nifc'ht club. - Tiio cafe atmosphere 
serves as the first act finale, which 
.Mliapes up ris the best thing: in the 
entire production. It is here that 
T^x has heir innings. She Is the 
mistro.sa of ceremonies. She cajoles 
unwilling and wondering pro- 
vincials into giving the little girls 
K'rout biHT bands; sho prnM^ts the 
ou.stomers known and unknown; 
throws pellets and clappers at 
tliom; introdtices each of her "kids" 
(entire Gulnan club show and band 
is transplanted onto the stage), 
and even has the dignified and 
weather-beaten Valhoflf, the h^ad- 
waiter, on the stage to dress the 
atmosphere. 

Val Is a valiant ally In this 
finale, knowing as if by instinct 
Just when Texas has run out of her 
harmless missiles which she is pro- 
pelling in endless stream into the 
au4tc4ieie;^'">'' 

The usual Guinanesque ad libitum 
witticisms punctuate the proceed- 
InpTs; she paps about Charley Frey 
and Harry Thaw; explains the pro- 
hibitive checks by the fact the 
chump had a couple of phone calls 
in the place which accounts for the 
telephone ntimber being added in on 
the sad news; tells another ump- 
chay his bank check is okay, i. e., 
after she finds he has already par- 
ticipated of the bill of fare and it 

woiild b# too lato to mj itAy, aiMI 

so on. 

This night club scene will do 
much to put "Padlocks** over, if 

over it gets, and what an oppor- 
tunity for a New Jork first night 
it will be! Miss Guinan and her 
feminine cohorts are all over the 
house, perfectly at home in the 
aisles as well as on the stage, 
rumpling hair and ties and patting 
strange male customers familiarly. 
Couple this opportunity with a 
sophisticated and familiar first 
ni^'ht attendance and it'll bo half 
the battle. 

It is not difficult to imagine how 
sensationally the intimate idea can 
be carried through by Texas when 
the show hits town. Originally 
slated for the Shubert. New York, 
next week, the metropolitan pre- 
miere may be deferred a week In 
favor of another dog stand in At- 
lantic City or thereabouts in order 
to give J. C. Huffman, the Shubert 
producer, who has been called in, 
opportunities to do his stuff. And 
postponed it should be, becavise the 
show needs pleAtjr of kneading and 
fixing. 

Its crudity was to be expected. 
The Memorial Day matinee was vir- 
tually a dress rehearsal. The per- 
formance was further handicapped 
by the absence of much scenery 
which had not been fully hung. The 
full Texas Guinan Club staff, such 
aa doorman, captaina» waiters, etc., 
to dress tho theatre lirlth tho destr^ 
able night club atmosphere, was 
also lacking in numbers and in ef 
feet; ■ 

But with It all, and considering 
every shortcoming, "Padlocks" still 
requlr<Mi fnilch to whtp It Into iihape 

It means more than a task of re- 
routining. It means complete elision 
of materlAl and substitution of 

something more substantial. 

Uallard Macdonald and Billy 
Rose, who are basically and pri 

marily lyric writers, have done a 
Kood Job on the lyrics, but in also 
essaying the complete "book" au- 
thoring they did not quite click 
Macdonald has done some of this 
sort of thing with LeMaire's "Af- 
fairs," although other skit fash 
ioners contributed there brij^htly. 
wliile Rose has yet to win his spurs 
as a scene scrivener. Both, in "Pad- 
locks." have been allied by Anton 
F. SCibilia, the co-producer, who 
collaborated with (Jeorge D. Wiest 
on a few Interpolations, while 
"Amy," a scene by Frank Conlan. 
is one of the best if not the best 
blftck-out In the revup. As for Scl- 
biliri's cM-vvritings, Wie.st is a wi-lttM- 
who iashioned material in the past 
for RoWie of Sc^billa's tab produc- 
tions, .so the latter wonld be wiser 
to eschew any dubious honors as a 
'•hook** <^6ntrfntitor and permit Wiost 
to rise or fall on his own i-ffort.s. 

Taking the show piece-meal, it is 
spotty khd ragged. It has a good 
dialert (nniic in Kdward .1. I.,im- 
bert (lio.se Kessnor is teamed with 
him part of the time) although i>er- 
I'.iiming indivirlually in the main. 
Lambert and his "Minnie Fish " act 
irom vaudeville are familiars. He Is 
one of the liriL^hte.st interludes in 
tho lovue and with some attention 
to his material will advance, re- 
gnrdlofls of "I'adloei<s." 

Hobby Watson is an experienced 
ind high-grade Juvenile without op- 
|M)it unities. Jans and Whalen are 
\audevill© recruits who have their 
momenta hiif ftiv> nUnffftfhAi. i^t^ f^y 



thur Campbell (formerly teamed 

with Hart, in vaudeville) also fills In 
creditably if not importantly. 
There is a newcomer, Lillian Roth, 

cafe graduate and who merits a 
paragraph because of her potential- 
ities. She looks "cute" and will de- 
velop into a servieeable rag .song 
saleswoman, although in this pro- 
duction she does two published 
numbers. Rose, Macdonald. et al., 
should write her a couple of exclu- 
sive ditties. 

The revue opens with "Newspai>er 
Notices," featuring the "Graphic," 
"Herald- Tribune" and "American." 
mentioning the resi)e('tive reviewers, 
and complaining about the verdict 
it's an "over-rated turkey." (The 
danger In these wittiei-sms Is that 
the criticisms might actually be Just 
that.) 

Tex makes hor entianee on a 
white stallion, the lighting effect 
going democratic, but suggesting it 
would be an effective opener. 

"If I Had a Lover," by Miss Ship- 
man and Francis, sounds like a 
promising ntimber. but thei^e is no 
opportunity for plugging, excepting 
for a brief reprise. **Texas, Rarnum 
and Cohan," by Tex, I^ambert and 
Watson, is a good lyric that should 
be elaborated with a little produc- 
tion and not nierely as an olio spe- 
cialty. It's a strong verse. 

"Tap Tap." by Watson and Molly 
Doherty (last at the Frivolity (Mub) 
is the first of some good dance num- 
bers by John Boyle, who has done 
a consistently good job. "Tom Tom 
Days" is in the same category and 
incidentally a good dance tune. 

Eddie Lambert, with a Miltgross- 
esque dialect speciiilty, scored gen- 
erously, and the Guinan club finale 
follows some innocuous skits. It's 
here that Tex declares that "if it 
weren't for prohibition where would 
I be?" 

The "Amy" sketch is the brii,'htest. 
also In the same smut black-out 
genera, although this is a light-up 
instead of a black-out. Th<' action 
is in the dark, Tex beseeching her 
lovor tot klM her, otc, meantime giv- 



ing an intimate undress Tex's tour 
of how she retires for sleep it 
gets pretty raw when lights up ond 
Tex and her lover are discovered in 
telephonic conversation, ho in a 
booth, she in bed. 

A Spanish idea reopens. Lambert 
doing a hoko farulanK'o that's as 
funny as his other stuff. 

"It'fc Tough to Be a Hoste.ss" Is a 
good lyric and the first sentimental 
relief to Tex's night club career. A 
little of that to balance the rou^h 
stuff of tho opening sallies wouJJ 
do much to offset tiie bra.shnes.s of 
it all, for no one can gainsay the 
difficulty, as she ex|)lains it, of 
keeping things going when weari- 
ness and sleep as.sert themselves. 

Tliere is a black-out betwei'ii tWO 
men, with one explaining the reason 
he is dying his hair is beeau.se 
"gentlemen profer bltnides." 

"I'adloeks" is rough and over- 
board. It needs plenty of editing 
and staging .and an opportunity or 
two for a song hit to step out, al- 
though the music does not give par- 
ticular promise in that direction, ex- 
cepting for the two possibilities 
mentioned. Abel.

X ptl* work to bo done on this 

jiow musical comedy, programed as a 
Waldorf Theatre Production, now at 
tho Garrick. Evidently the manage- 
ment reAlisea this, m tho caot is to 
be radically changed, and the show 
will probably stay here a' couple 
more weeke tnan originally intended 
ynhilet alterations are being made. 

It is baaed on a straight farce 
comedy. "Like a King/' which had 
a brief run a few years ago. Not a 
bad little yarn, though just why it 
was adjudged good musical comedy 
material is not clear. In addition 
to the aforementioned cast changes, 
there is a lot of cutting and trim- 
ming to be done, on the flrHt act 
•specially. The first 30 minute.s 
drag interminably and the first-act 
Unale is also weak. Act II picks up 
neatly, and the last 16 minutes of 
the performance provide capital 
farce, collecting at least 76 p«r 4sent 
of tho evening's laughs. 

As now presented "Talk About 
Girls" has three oustanding feat- 
ures. Andy Tombes, whose comedy, 
•ven with scant materials on which 
to work, is O. K. Tombes gets 
everything from titters to guffaws, 
and is working quickly into a cork- 
ing comedy portrayal. He does 
more dancing, too, than he has been 
doing lately, and helps put across 
the song hit of the show. Next is 
the dancing. Sammy Lee has done 
a great job here, and while work Is 
l)eing done on the book and in 
changing the principals, he can rest. 
A lively, attractive and hard -work- 
ing chorus, and almost all know how 
to do the Lee ensemble stunts. They 
do them well. Many an Indifferent 
song number in the show in saved 
by the chortia encores. ; 

The third Is the work of little 
Frances Upton, who started to show 
the theatre world something in "My 
Girl"; then had a small but Intelli- 
gent bit in "Twinkle Twinkle." and 
BOW makes the audlenoa mk9 notice 
by her work in this show. She 
dances gracefully as ever, but where 
lAie shows most ImproveMieiii IS In 
her comedy work. Opposite Tomhes. 
she stands out as a "find." and her 
contributions to •'Maybs I WIlP (the 
show's song hit) and to "1927," In 
which she jazzea after the fashion 
Of Cliff Edwards, kelps imiheasur- 
«b]y. 

The rest of the cast ranges from 
fair to considerably less. Russell 

Mack has his moments as the hero, 
especially toward the end. but seems 
to lack just something in putting 
the role across. It will be difficult 
to find someone who can click 
strongly here, as the character must 
combine plenty of comedy plus the 
usual leading man personality. 
Mack Isn't half bad, but he failed 
to get the two angles. Jane Taylor, 
leading woman, has a nice voice but 
isn't strong enough by any means 
to carry the love interest She is 
awo to be replaced. 

Madclyn Kllleen, third feminine 
lead, does some clever dancing and 
lias a rather striking personality. It 
looks as If she might have been di- 
rected Into doing some good work, 
out Is also listed to go. William 
^ok is rather bad as the young 
•Tieavy," and William Frawlev. han- 
♦V ?r** by a bad port, doesn't fill 
hill as a rub© policeman. Spon- 
c«r Charters hasn't a thing to do. 
and seems to know it, and Edward 
Fosherg Is also negligible. .Toe 
tomlley clicks nicely In a bit at tho 
•no, and wins a hand. A dance 
tjnm. Constance MoKenzle and John 
M^ehan, Jr., has two spots In the 
•econfl act. and scores mildly. Mee- 
nan Is bv far the better. 

Tn addition to "Maybe I Will." 
thp score contains a neat romantic 
T^'Tllad In -A Lone Girl.- reprised 
P'<?nty, as Is "Mnvho T Will - Mnc^f 



of the songs are tinkling but remin- 
iscent—very much so. Caesar's 
lyrics are well ai»M\e the average, 
especially In a trio, "That's My 
Man," sung by the three feminine 
leads, and In "Main Street," a nov- 
elty led by Tunibes and Mack, with 
everybody taking part.

Included aihong regular customers 
arc the mayor, the chief of detectives 
and almost everyone in the d. a.'8 
office except the d. a. himselt but 
including the d. .a.'s son. The boy 
Is Indebted to this Dot Kingsley for 
gambling losses, represented by 
1. o. u.'s in her possos.sion. Prior to 
his trip to the woman's apartment 
to bring about a settlement, the 
woman Is Inspired by an idea sug- 
gested by a double-crossing assist- 
ant d. a., Wh< ;> W ants the chief's Job. 
Hy hanging on to the tell-tale slins 
of paper she may get even with the 
boy's dad for a raid he pulled on 
her place. 

When the boy calls he Is turned 
down. Enraged, he tells her that 
her operating of a whole apartment 
house full of nightly apartment par- 
ties and her outside connections as 
a fence are a matter of record. She 
pulls a gat, calls hfm names and 
makes for the phone to call the 
police and expose him. He lunges 
at her and In the scuffle the gun ac- 
cidentally goes off, killing her.

Ben Schwarta, to fame unknowt. 
was intrusted with the injection 
into a woeful flop of the necessary 
element to alchemize it into a more 
grewsome and more conspicuous 
flivvelr, ' 

The result is a weird vododeo. 

Uyman Adler. playing the name 
role, apparently a character man 
from the Yiddish theatre. sinR.-i. acts 
and personates his own story, the 
credit being his for the tale. It 
claims to be Rigo, not only using the 
name of the late fiddler-lover, but 
mentioning* a noblewoman com- 
mitted suicide over hfiSI to further 
carry on the analogy. 

But ila apiMMrance, ^aracterlstlrs 
and everything else, Mr. Adler's 
Rigo is as much like Hlgo as he is 
like Warlleld-^and Ifr. Samuels 
surely tried to write him a WarlUld 
part. Phoney, synthetic, heavy, 
awkward, hflrhly pitched (as are 
most bad performances of most bad 
plays), Mr. Adler cannot kill a piece 
already de«easedv but he can kick Its 
dead body — and he does, ph nty. 

He sings songp, too. Having neither 
a singing irdiibS nor a singing man- 
ner, lie contrives to make the song.s, 
interpolated as the salutary relief of 
the enterprise. Its Ihost ghastly mo- 
ments. 

In this he is hotly challenged by 
Mira Nirska, who essays the in- 
genue lead. A stranger, surely so in 
principal roles at leading Broad- 
way theatres. Miss Nirska is the 
apotheosis of the miscast amateur 
whom some well-meaning relative 
told she ought to "go on the stage." 
She sings shrilly and sourly, and 
her delsarte is a nightmare. As the 
hoydenlsh, seductive wild young 
thing, pet of the tribe and romantic 
death to all outsiders who see her, 
she delivers an all-around perform- 
ance like nothing that sivsv a Just 
providence let live. 

The rest of the cast, in the main, 
steps neck and neck with the two 
leads. The direction Is hard, an- 
gular, creaky and of the two-a-weck 
stock company school. The timing 
is criminal, the punctuation Is bru- 
tal, and the climaxes are fierce.

JOINT COMMITTEE TO GUARD 
IMRESTS OF THE THEATRE 



Protective Body of Nine Members Remains Active 
to Fight All Hostile Legislation— M.aiiitgeirSy, 
Players ancT Authors Represented 



The Joint Committee of the The- 
atre la the new title of an execu- 
tive body formed to function for 
Llie safeguarding of the legitimate 
theatre. Its scope is of consider-' 
able Importance, filling a breach 
that appears to have been neglected 
through the absence of a thorough- 
ly representative managerial body. 

The committee was formerly 
known as the Committee of Nine, 
composed of three managers and 
a like number of Equity ofllcials 
and Authors' League people. It 
was formed to defeat stage censor- 
ship, submitting a self-control plan 
that was to have become effective 
next season. The plan was accept- 
able to tho mayor, but the passage 
of the theatre padlock bill, giving 
the license .commissioner the pidiwer 
to close a theatre for a period up to 
one year where conviction of giving 
an Indecent performance is ob- 
tained, tha eomipitiM wtthdir^^^^i^^ 

plan In toto.. ■ f ' ' 



Instead Of passint out of exist* 

ence the committee decided to re- 
main intact as a force w<>rl<inpr In 
the interest of the theatre. As it is 
representative of the three branches 
of the theatre — actors, authors and 
producers — It was felt that the com- 
mittee might achieve favorabl re- 
sults in opposing measures which 
might be harmful. 

The Joint Committee has two per- 
tinent objeotives at present — work- 
ing for removal admissicm 
tax and fighting hostile legislation. 
Some of the anti-stage bills intro- 
duced in the various state legisla- 
tures are irt 8u6h uMrslim 
that if passed might 45a u.-^o consid- 
erably trouble all around. Without 
opposition there is a chance that 
One or two nilght iUp by. HereW^ 
fore the manageria' orj^anizatlona 
have watched such bills, but at 
present the Joint Committee ap- 
pears to haya f aU^ hair to the ai^ 
signment.

The Alms bill is going a bit faster through committee stage, and an- 
otUer 10 weeks at most will ses It completely through Alt channels and 
on the statute book. No radical amendments have come up at re, nt 

meetings, and in any case the governnient has announced that it will 
not accept any which touch the principle of tii© bill. 

It's opponents have done harm to their campaign b^r fiirther silly tele- 
grams. These were not sent out. as before^ by the representatives of 
Universal, but came direct from Fred Carlton, secretary of Mancheste? 
branch of the Fxhibitors' Association. 

They were sent to n»embers of Parliament declaring that the oppo.si- 
tion of Manchester exhibitors was stronger than ever and contained 
"instructions to the representatives of the branch" to fl^'ht tbo Ivli, 

Sir Harry Foster and other n^emb•^rH raised objections in the House 
to the receipt of these telegrams, and declared strongly that they re- 
sented being called "representatives** of a trade body with which they 
had no connection. They asked for action against the branch, and wi re 
told that while the secretary to the Board of Trade had no power to act, 
they could raise the question of "privilege" with the Speaker.. There 
for the moment the matter stays, but the opponents of the bill have 
been unfortunate all along In their tactics, doing so many things which 
prejudice their case and allenats whatever sympathy th^ might other 
wise raise. 

Production Activities 

British National Is again in the limelight, with Harley Knoies and 
Alfred Hitchcock taking up all the floor space at EUstree. Bentley was 
scheduled to start but there is no room at present. Several actors who 
have been under contract for five weeks without working are still 
walking around Shaftesbury avenue. 

There has been a hitch in the sale of British Instructional to Bundy, 
delaying the taking over. John Buchan has completed his first sofipt, 
which deals largely with the life of Nelson. The last Nelson film, made 
in Germany, never got on the screen hero owing to the treatment of the 
relation between the victor of Trafalgar and Lady Hamilton. 

Pugh's company, British Authors, which Is to have i(> per cent Amer- 
ican capital, looks stuck again. The former managing director of First 
National has been working on his scheme for well over a year and a 
half, and while every week it is promised to come to fruition, nothing 
seems to happen beyond negotiations. 

Trade Paper Changea 

Interest declared to be American have been dickering for the "Bio- 
scope." one of the London trade papers, and a high price has been 
offered. No deal has resulted, and none will in this quarter. 

There is rather more than strong likelihood^ however, that another 
trade paper will make a sensational change of ownership within a few 
weeks. But it will not pass into the hands of AmerioMi newspaper in- 
terests, though these havo also been bidding at various times. 

Hsavy Slump 

Bottom has fallen out of picture house attendances this week, and 
most of the houses are close to empty. The Astoria has reduced its priccf* 
to what it calla "Summer" level in an attempt to All a few more seats, 
while most of the theatres ara looking sadly at tha spots wliera ths 
queues usually stand, and wishing for a spell of bad weather.

A comparison hot ween this and 
last year's score will reveal that the 
percentages are generally higher all 
along the line. Vreeland*» .829 
would have won a year apo and 
marks an advance of from eighth to 
third place for the "Telegram's" 
theatre oracle. Lilcewlse, Winchell's 
("Graphic") .S50 would have given 
him a distinct edge on his con- 
temporaries 12 months ago, although 
the new total but serves to move 
him ahead one notch to runner up 
In the current score. 

Hammond ("Herald Tribune") 
drops outside the leading trium- 
vemte despite Improving his per- 
centage six points to .806. His de- 
scent to fourth place forces Cole- 
man ("Mirror") hack a step to fifth 
who, however, is the leader amongst 
the reviewers falling under .800 in 
signing oft at .786, an Increase ot 
more than 80 point* above hii last 
year's average* 

Woollcott ("World") rises from 
10th to seventh on the strength of 
an 80-point jump, and in face of 
doubling his quota of "no opinions," 
while Anderson ("Post") slips into 
the sixth niche, one step up, as a re- 
sult of boosting his average 91 
points to .771. 

In a year that is ralffier surpris- 
ing for the laclc of changes In rat- 
ings it uncovers, the score desig- 
nates Mantle ("News") ns skidding 
the most although only slipping 
back two places. Whereas .709 gave 
.liim sixth place last year, .784 Just 



noses the tabloid dramatic man 

into eighth place, tlirce points ah« a<l 
of Atkinson ("Times"). Dale 
("American") Is 10th instead of 
ninth, as*a. year ago, and Osborn 
("Evening WdiM") trails at .612. 

Dale's Show Catch 
Dale heads tiie entire list of 
critics on number of shows review- 
ed, a position he has held three out 
of the four years that Variety's box 
score has been tabulated, and again 
is closely pursued by Mantle in this 
respect. Both of these men Invari- 
ably "covor" njore shows than the 
other varsity revit wors with Cole- 
man challenging this year in having 
written on 145 plays. Incidentally, 
the latter Is credited with the most 
number of "rights" at 114, while 
Dale again tops a list in heading 
the "wrong" column at 43. Osborn 
is a leader through having turned in 
12 "no opinion" reviews. 

With Gabriel and Winchell ttnlsh- 
Ing so close together for two years, 
an angle on thi.s duel is that the 
"Graphic" representative has not 
failed to express an opinion, either 
for or against a show In two years 
with Gabriel right on his heels by 
having only a single mark in the 
"no opinion" column.

In the 
way of staff personnel, Pulaski 
(Ihrr) a^-ain places flr<^t at .031 In 
misjudging but 6 out of> 65 shows, 
a greater number of "Wrongs" than 
he has ever gotten before in one 
seasen, although sitting in omcially 
on hfs greatest number of plays for 
one year. Lalt brought up his 
average to better .780 on 37 
shows, and Green (Ahcl) slipped 
back in getting but .7vS4, 

Four-year Score 

In this issue will be found a box 
showing the combined percentages 
of the New York dramatic men over 
a period of the entire four years 
that Variety has kept its box score. 
Variety has pointed out that the 
chances of a play being a success 
on Proadway are 3 to 1 against it. 
Box score figures prove this, for of 
the 749 plays, exclusive of revivals, 
"Little Theatre" or 9mtted run at- 
tractions, E.26 have marked them- 
selves as flops and 223 as suc- 
cesses, this number Including the 
"moderate runs." Hence, since Au- 
gust of 1923 the percentage of "hits" 
Is less than one out of every three, 
or a fraction over 30 per cent. 

This past season started out as 
if it would be a record breaker on 
production activity, but slowed up 
midway, and has well* nigh been at 
a standstill for the last six weeks. 
In summary, 195 shows came In, as 
compared to 193 for •25-'26: 192 in 
•24-'25 and 170 during '23 and '24. 
For those same seasons the flops 
total 138 for the season Just past, 
136 the previous year, 138 and 114. 

In commenting on the four-year 
score, the critics are" taiken by the

JAME8 8. METCALFE 

James Stetson Metcalfe, 68, con- 
sidered the dean of American dra- 
matic critics, died May U at his 
New Tork home. 2 W. 67tft street, 
of a complication of diseases. 

Metcalfe was one of the best 
known and moat plcturaaqua of 
New Tork*a colony of writera and 
dramatic critics. His reviews at 
one time made him the most talked 
of critic In Manhattan, with aome 
4T theatrea barring him. 

For 31 years Metcalfe was dra- 
matic editor of "Life," in addition 
to owning stock in the publication. 
He had been attached to other pub- 
lications as well, and was asso- 
ciated with "Judge" in 1921, and in 
1923 became dramatic editor of the 
"Wall Street Journal.** 

The veteran writer was born in 
Buffalo. June 27, 1858, his parents 
being James Harvey Metcalfe (a 
banker), fthd Braella Franoee Stet- 
son. He was educated at Philips 
Andover Academy and waa gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1879. 

Mr. Metcalfe, from ISSt to 1884, 
waa editor and publisher of "Mod- 
ern Age." From 1884 to 1886 he 
was an editorial writer on the Buf- 
falo "Express," and became editor 
of the "Pictorial Preaa" In 1886. 
From 1888 to 1889 he was manager 
of the American Newapa,per Pub- 
lishers' Association. 

It waa in 1905 that Mr. Metcalfe's 
ravtowa brought down the atorm of 
4laapprovaI from the theatres which 
barred him. Mr. Metcalfe then 
sought redress in the courta. charg 
lag the houaat ' with eonaplracy to 
keep him out. A bill was later 
Introduced In the state legislature 
at Albany which made it a mis 
demaftiMMr to rafuia to iail ft iiMittn 
tickat and grant admlsaiOtt tft par 
sons applying therefor. 

Mr. Metcalfe In 1904 married 
Bessie Tyree, actress, who retired 
froih the Magra. 

Baaldes the widow, a brother, 
George Metcalfe, Buffalo, and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Francis M. Woolcott, New 
York, aiao BUi^lre. 

Mr. Metcalfe was gruardlan over 
two boys and a girl, children of his 
brother, the late MaJpr Francis 
Metcalfe.

Barrino Ordinanoo 

Earlier In the week the mayor 
rushed throufirh an ordinance re- 
quiring that tho consent of a ma- 
jority of property owners facing tm> 
show grounds must be procured. For 
a circus occupying several acres this 
constituteMs considerable of an ob- 
stacle. Following this the consent 
of the city council inuat be obtained, 
that body being empowered to fix 
such conditions as it considers ad- 
visable. Finally, a permit must be 
procured from the mayor and a li- 
cense fee paid for each exhibition 
day. This is th« most drastic meas- 
ure of Its kind ever passed here and 
makes future outdoor shows highly 
problematic. 

Mayor's Own Show 

At the same time, local papers are 
carrying announcements and half 
page ads of the Alberta Stampede 
and Kodeo to show here June 11 to 
II at Panisius Field under the 
auspices of the Mayor's Toy Fund 
Association. The permit for this 
was granted just prior to the pas- 
sage of the new ordinance. The 
rodeo, under Pete Welch, from its 
dating and handling, is taken locally 
as a challenge to tba RingUngs by 
Mayor Schwab.

FRANCE IMPORTS LOW; 
OFFICIAL NOTICE TAKEN 



Washington, June 7. 
France has decreased its imports 
of picture films to such a degree as 

to cause comment by the d< p.irt- 
ment of Commerce here. In a spe- 
cial announcement from the depart- 
ment It is pointed out that positive 
imports during the first three 
months of 1927 decreased to 98 
metric quintals as against the 129 
quintals of the like period last ysar. 

In the Import of negatives the de- 
crease was even greater, the figures 
for the two periods being 772 quin- 
tals for the first quarter of 1926 
and 133 quintals for that period of 
the current year. 

The lower imports of negatives 
was chiefly due to Uie drop in trade 
with the United Kingdom, this go- 
ing from 536 quintals to but 21 quin- 
tals in the corresponding 1927 pe- 
riod. The U„ S. 41So dropped con- 
siderably— 116 quint n Is to 15 quin* 
tals. 

Also did the U. S. suffer in the 
positive field* the figures reported 
for the two periods being 23 to 11 
quintals. Germany went from 22 to 
12 quintals, and Belgium from 49 
to 40 quintals. The United King- 
dom, however, had an increase of 
from 25 to 31 quintals. 

Exports, ^too, are off. I'nncipal 
decrease heing to the U. 8. where 
purchases decreased from 75 to 26 
quintals, while all of t)ie .South 
American countries, formerly ex- 
cellent-customers for the French 
productions report like decreases, 
in many instances to even greater 
extents. 

Germany and the United Kingdom 
absorbed Some of this loss in ex* 
ports.

A big 
e»|rtoit ation campaign would be launched with barbecue free, after 
which loft ^Mld be sold on acreage adjacent to the so-called studio 
cite. 

This fcubdividtr did not care whether or not a studio would go up. 
AH he warned was a promise and a sign put on the property saying 
that a studio would be built there. As he wanted to take the suckers 
Dght this subdivider Tjgnring on s» lllng at inflated rices and felt he 
had to get picture nauits in the deal to make it look on the up and up. 

He got hold (>f a picture studio manager with onr of the larger com- 
panies for the purpose of his 1» nding his name.

From 
other sources than those mentioned 
previously in Variety it hns ag.iin 
been stated convincingly th;.t the 
small town exhibitor will get both 
films for the single price in the end. 

It is understood that Paramount 
and Metro-rioMu yn-Mayer are 
prepared to drop some money on 
the newsreels on account of tba 
publicity value to be derived. The 
short subject departments, how- 
ever, must be profitable ic be re-

It P. T. O. A. Meot Started Morning Quietly with 
Usual ConTention Debatei-^WooiOiidl Favored 
for Re-election Without OToole

Ck>lumbus, O., June 7. 

Openlnff at the Neil Hotel here 
today, the eighth annual convention 
of the Theatre Owners of America, 
as usual, reaolved ItMlf Into a polit- 
ical dobate for leadership. On this, 
the opening session, the outlook is 
for the re-election of R. F. Wood- 
bull impressed into service as pres- 
idant when Bll Whitney Collins re- 
OMitly stepped out of office. 

On the floor of the convention this 
afternoon Manny Roaenbaum. head- 
tni Ua West Pennsylvania dalasa- 
tlon, threatened to bolt the conven- 
tion if the open door policy were 
persisted in. He was Joined in this 
positloB by Fred Wahlaligar, St. 
Louis, and Adolph Sliitrmaii. Glava- 
land. 

The open door policy is the proposal 
admit natianal producar theatre 
chains Into the M. P. T. O. A. fold. 
OppoHltion to such a move is based 
on the grounds that the producer 
akhlbltor chains will ata» In aa offi- 
cial controllers of the M. P. T. O. A. 

This led up to Sidney S. Cohen 
maicing bis keynote address. Cohen, 
■a itsual. sitting on tha aeaaa mean- 
while. 

When flnishing Cohen was in the 
same position he had been before 
ha started, whatever that position 
may have been. He talked both for 
i^nd against the open door. 

Frank Rembusch, of Indiana, is 
azpected to mako a play aa a ean- 
dldatp, but more as a gresture than 
seriously. The real opposition will 
come from the local grroup. William 
M. James, pn^aldent of the Qhlo 
State Division, has been mentioned, 
but he bowed out last nlgrht when 
he declared to WoodhuU that he 
was hot available 

This appejirs to pledge his neu 
trality, but lobbby talk has it that 
When the nomination Is tendered to 
him by loyal fellow staters and ha 
declines, another local candidate 
will be projected in J. J. Harwood, 
president of the Columbus group, 
tnsida tho State body. 

fiy way of f ostarlnff their favorite 
aon, the Ohio exhibitors are under- 
stood to have set up opposition to 
M. J. O'Toole as business manager, 
partly because It ta a sweat Job aiftd 
partly, perhaps, to fortify thcm- 
aelvea for a compromiso or a trade 
on some other oflUce.

Advocates of the open member- 
ship, Includlnpr Woodhull. point out 
that this is the la.qt stand of the 
Independent organization* With a 
new national body eontrolling all 
theatres of the country, the inde- 
pendent exhibitor could co-operate 
with tha Hays machine In defense 
of the screen from adversa legisla- 
tion such aa censorship, tax Mils 
and innumerable local and State 
regulauona. Thin la tha producer^ 
motive for Joining. In return the

Th« 
propo.sed talking films, single and 
full feature length, represent an- 
other field. 

From various organisations such 
as the Motion Picture Theatre 
Owners of America and the sundry 
Film Boards of Trade it is under- 
stood that thousands of aidilbltora 
are watching every announcement 
for Indications as to the drawing 
powers of "talkers.'* 

To data single featura aubjaeu 
have proven their value solely as 
novelties. In neighborhoods where 
the exhibitors were up against 
vaudeville opposition It haa been 
shown that the talking film has 
been more than powerful enough to 
draw and hold patronaj^e for the 
necessary length of time. The 
"talkera" have al.-^o proven them- 
selves in many cases with "dead" 
houses. As novelties they have in- 
creased grosses la already profit- 
al'le houKOS. 

For the exhibitors In the smaller 
towns expecting the return of a 
$20,000 investment plus a profit 
from hit reased gro.ssett, "talkers* 
are considered Impractical on ac- 
count of the limited field. In the 
large city theatres there Is alwaya 
room for nn added attraction. 

There is an open field for 
synchronizutiuns if Uie equipment 
and Installation price of tha am- 
chlnes can be brought within raacll.

conducted in the B. S. Moss houses 

in New York and Brooklyn crops 
out through the failure of the Moss 
olbces to play the winner of the 
finals for a tour. The Moss Cir- 
cuit, via the Harry Shaw amateur 
department this p:ist winter, work- 
ed up the amateur thing. 

Mack Herbert, who had played in- 
dependent vaude houses around 
here and has signed agency con- 
tracts to prove it, was "salted" to 
win the Coliseum (181st street and 
Rroadway) semi-finals and it was 
Heibert who later showed up for 
the finals at the Broadway, another 
Moss house, and was declared the 
winner. 

Then Ilcrbf it, paid for each week 
that he had been working, fully ex 
pected to appear In each of the Moss 
linuses and at a sum much above 
that he had gotten from the indies 
that he had previously worked. 
Mack worked the Coliseum March 
14- 15- 16, and then followed at the 
Broadway March 21. The uptown 
date was for three days and the 
Broadway ior flftyen. giving Herbert 
10 days work on what ho expected 
to be at least a 29-day contiact. 

At the liroadway he had been 
specially billed. The same at the 
Ct)liseum where as an "extra at 
traction" ho woiked assisted by the 
Ben Bernie orchestra which was 
there at the time. Then he was 
billed at the Franklin for an antici- 
pated four-day stand. A one-sheet 
of Herbert was used, also a trailer, 
the ballyhoo that he had been the 
winner of the "oppoT tnnit y contest" 
finals. Mack reported to the Frank- 
lin and found that he could not ap- 
pear. His place had been given to 
a whistler and dancer named Max 
.^chribnick. Herbert, according to 
the story, was told that his was a 
dramatic act and unsulted for the 
Franklin. 

Herbert, a ch.iractcr Imperson- 
.ator, has played in and around New 
York and has appeared for A. & B. 
Dow at the Oaiety. Trrnton. N. J., 
;ind for Jack I.,indcr at the Liberty, 
Irvington, N. J. 

Herbert is fli'mly of the belief that 
tlie Moss Interests handling the "op- 
portunity contests" .and wliicli per- 
suaded him to take part, violated 
its word and will take legal steps 
to obt.iirj tho ninonnt due hini for 
th»^ unplayed M»)ss time. 

The houses beside the Coliseum 
and T^roadway that Mack expected 
to pl.iy as the "finals winner" were 
the Jiegent (three days), Hamilton

p» » tr t y has been a constant 
menace to tha invalid's peace of 
mind. 

With the aid ,of a typewriter 
given her by Avery Hopwood Miss 
Otis years ago began the slow 
painful task of picking out the 
letters on the machine and grad- 
ually restored life to her helpless 
fingers, until able to handle a 
needle. It has been needlework 
performed with unrelenting, un- 
Wfittnporing Industry while in bed 
that brought her the little revenue. 

Five years ago inspired by Miss 
Otis' great fight a group of legiti- 
mate managers who knew her from 
the old days banded together and 
bought the little house on the out- 
skirts of New York in which she 
now lives. For the past five years 
it has been a lot easier for the 
courageous actress until last week 
when she suffered jUiothcr stroke 
that has left her paralysed on one 
aide.

Mary Lygo, 25, screen aetres.s and 
former "Follies" girl, known in the 
Holly woiod^lllllt colony under' th« 
name of Irene Fuller, died June 1 
in the Los Angeles Receiving Hos- 
pital, where she was taken the pre- 
ceding day, following her discovery 
after having taken poison with 
suicidal intent. 

Failure to achieve success in the 
Alms and a "hopeless love altair" 
are attributed as the causes that 
prompted the p\r] to end her life. 
She was practically penniless at 
the time of her death, and this, too. 
It Is believed by police, may have 
served as an additional motive. 

Considerable mystery marked the 
first discovery of the girl after she 
had swallowed the poison at the 
Hollywood apartment which she 
shared with Florence Atkinson, also 
a screen actress. The girl, who had 
changed her real name of Irene 
Goodall to Mary Lygo when joining 
the "Follies" in 1918, had on three 
different occasions tried to end her 
life, due mainly to a broken ro- 
mance with Gordon Thome, of Chi- 
cago, young heir to millions, to 
whom she became engaged. LAter, 
it Is alleged, Thome's mother broke 
off the engagement, whereupon 
Mary Lygo filed suit against Thorne 
for $100,000 for breach of promise. 
The suit was settled out of court, 
Mary receiving $25,000. Reports are 
that half this sum went to her at- 
torney, and with the other half she 
bought a home for her mother in 
Akron, O. 

Forty-eight hours before her 
death Mary was found unconscious 
by her roommate. In a suicide note 
beside her the girl pleaded that lur 
real Identity be not divulged be- 
cause the name "M. L." meant a 
whole lotr^XiBter she was identified 
by Ray Howard, screen actor, who 
stated she was exceptionally emo- 
tional and subject to fits of de- 
spondency. 

On instructions from the dead 
girl's brother the remains were 
shipped to Akron for burial.

Joe IiebUoig's Central Ticket 
Office for Broadway plays and the- 
atres contemplates the thorough 
elimination of the gyp spec, and in 
fief iifl agencies that do not be- 
come branch olBees of the Central. 

Leblang has worked out his plan 
of centralizing the sale of legit 
tiekete, currently or in advance, to 
the satisfaction of most of the New 
York theatre managers and pro- 
ducers, from all accounts. The 
plan's first principle is to retain the 
tickets until performance time, 
with identification to be a num- 
bered slip Issued through Uie Cen- 
tral agency at time of purchase. To 
aid the system, the public will be 
requested to cooperate, until the 
system shall have been worked out 
to its utmost point of smoothness. 

In this manner of handling the 
tickets, the gj'p spec is seen as a 
vanishing menace to the theatre, 
while If the other and present ticket 
agencies wish to operate through 
the Central Agency and abide by its 
conditions, they will have to become 
part of that organization. That 
may be accomplished through the 
Central Agency purchasing such 
ticket agencies now in operation, 
taking them In on a stock appraisal, 
payable in stoch of the Central 
Agency. 

%ZfiOOfiOO Cspital 

It is anticipated that th^ capitali- 
zation of the Central Agency will be 
at least $2,000,000. It may reach to 
a considerable larger amount. 
Leblang, from accounts, is prepared 
to invest over one million dollars 
of his own money, besides a year 
or more of his time, to put across 
his pet ticket project. 

Branches will be established by 
the Central Agency in all New York 
suburbs, with phone and mail or- 
ders filled as filed. Charge accounts 
will be carried. 

Each theatre subscribing to the 
Central Agency's system and rules 
will deposit with it at all times 
all of the coupons for tliat theatre, 
for every performance. A uniform 
( liarge of 10 per cent over the face 
of the ticket when it is alK>ve $2 
will be made by the Central Agency 
or its branches. Under |2 (gallery 
seats) no charge will be made. 

A preliminary agreement between 
Leblang and the suhseribing man- 
agers Is to the effect that 80 per 
cent of the current Broadway the- 
atres shall be accounted a quorum 
and sufHcir'nt to start the agency. 
Safeguards will be taken against 
any claim of discrimination by man- 
gers and other safety m«'asur»s 
adopted to prevent "plugging" for 
any one or group of shows or houses 
when actual selling commen<-efi.

'GHOST TRAIN' MADE 
$70,000 FOR L £. CUVE 

Original English Script Used In 
Boston for 23 Weeks- 
Lasted 7 Weeks in N. Y. 



Boston, June 7. 

When K. E. Clive approached 
Archie Selwyn and A. 11. Woods 
for stock rights on "The Ghost 
Train" to be jtlayed for "a couple 
of weeks" at the Copl<>y, Bostt)n, 
the general belief was that Clive 
had gone wrong for once. The New 
York production had staggered 
along for seven weeks and then 
went to the storehouse. The New 
York version was Americanized 
from the English original, the train 
being made a bootlegger's outfit in- 
stead of a British silk and narcotic 
smuggling scheme and the lociUe 
was moved into Maine near the 
Canadian border. 

Clive tossed the American ver- 
sion aside and staged "The Qhost 
Train" word for word as it played 
in England. The Boston engage- 
ment closed Saturday after run- 
ning for 28 weeks at practically 
capacity with box office receipts 
of approximately $200,000 and a 
reported profit to CUvo of around 
$70,000. This breaks every Boston 
record and occurred during the 
period when IJoston was supposed 
to be surfeited with stock attrac- 
tions, including the Jewett Reper- 
tory Players, the ill-fated season at 
the Old Castle Square and the 
opening of the St. James as a K-A 
stock house. 

Clive attributes the brrak to tho 
reversion to the original English 
manuscript and contends that the 
American public will believe that a 
ghost train could run through 
Yorkshire to the bewilderment of 
the country-folk but that it would 
be absurd to imagine the same con- 
dition existing in our own coimtry. 

Publicity was one of the big fac- 
tors in the 6-month run, however, 
as the play was broadcast through 
WEEI on three diflferent occasions, 
the first time giving only the first 
act, the second broadcast exciting 
further interest by giving both the 
first and sefond acts, and the final 
broadcast gave the entire play with 
a big box office response from peo- 
ple who still come to the show after 
having heard the entire dialog. 

The press publicity by Joe Dl 
Pesa also hung up a new stock rec- 
ord for N»w England which Is 
probably safe for all time. 



After Peter Schmitt. of Chic;igo, 
had been granted permission to 
serve Lee and J. J, Shubert by sub- 
stitution in his $15,000 damage suit. 
Justice Aaron J. Levy in New York 
Supreme Court ordered tlie substi- 
tuted service set aside. JfUetlce 
Levy questioned the "due diligence*' 
of Assistant Deputy Sheriffs Horace 
R. Miller and William W^oolf In 
their attempts to servei the Shu- 
berts. 

Schmitt is, meantime, out of luck» 
as the statute of limitations has 
caused a cewMderable period «r ttiM 
to expire. 

The cause for action results from 
serious spinal injuries to Schmitt, 
who, as a patron of the Auditorium, 
Chicago, when "Artists and Models" 
.was the attraction, fell over a seat 
In the theatre. 

William Klein and Milton A. 
Weinberger, Shubert attorricya, re- 
fused to accept service on behalf of 
their clients. The deputy sherifia 
could not find the theatrical man-

Both attractions are rated finan- 
cial failures and both have been 
iruafat^teeing th« theatres, which 
explains why the Shuberts and the 
Chanins are desirous of holding the 
•hows in. Heretofore attractions 
«f tike rating have inoved from one 
house to another without tl># ei^ht- 
week provision invoked. Although 
both Erlanger and Shubert con- 
tracts have been similarly worded 
la that respect It Is understood the 
booking: offlcos have not been 
anxious to have the clause ruled on 
in court. It has been contended 
that It i» iM^uitable. 

CeMlftuing Steady Losers 

Davis haa continued the "Ladder" 
through the season regardless of its 
steady losses, making the play the 
bipgrest flop on record. He moved 
It to the Cort Monday under a sum- 
Bier rental artangeme'nt calling for 
42,500 weekly to the theatre. When 
originally moving it from the Mans- 
field to the Waldorf there was no 
remonsiraikea from tbe Chanins, 
wl)i> serviid the aatlee to leave or 
close. 

P. T. Rosslter is said to have in- 
vested $40,000 in "Oh, Ernest," and 
Is wHIllig to go for another $20,000. 

He flfrured a house close to Broad- 
way, such as the Carroll, would give 
the show a better transient break.

Five members of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan Opera Company* at the 
Providence Opera House last week, 
slept peacefully in their rooms 
while an attempt was made to burn 
or to blow up the Crown Hotel at 
an early hour of the morning Sat- 
urday. 

The 463 guests were unaware of 
any danger when a small and ap- 
parently Inconsequential fire broke 
out in the poolroom of the base- 
ment, operated by Morris Billing- 
koff, known in boxing circles as 
"Young Montreal," of this city. 

The fire was practically extin- 
guished by automatic sprinklers 
before the firemen arrived. They 
diaoovered every pool and billiard 
table saturated with gasoline. Long 
strips of paper were stretched from 
table to table, apparently designed 
to act as carriers for the blaze. 
These centred upon a length of fuse 
such as is used |n blasting opera- 
tions. This, in turn, led to shelf 
upon which were found five Sticks 
of 60 per cent dynamite. 

Had the flames reached the dyna- 
mite th© explosion would not have 
done Bny great damage, but it 
would have enabled the fiames to 
reach the street floor of the hotel. 

"Young Montreal," a contender 
for the bant aniwoii:rht title until a 
few years ago, underwent a ques- 
tioning by the police, but was un- 
able to throw any light on the at- 
tempt to blow or burn up the hotel. 
His poolroom was locked at 12:20 
that night by Luke McNamara, 
rack boy. and the windows securely 
barred. After the flre it was dis- 
covered that none of the windows 
had been disturbed.

Karyl Norman, star of "Lady Do," 
is alleged to be financing the pro- 
duction, which hasn't been showing 
a profit from the start. Norman. 
Jerome and Frank L. Teller and 
Michael Susskind are the moving 
spirits in Paris Rose, Inc., whose 
address is 276 West 43d street. 

"Lady Do" played the Liberty un- 
der a fiat rental of $3,500 weekly. 
The Knapps and Leach, In setting 
forth their claims and plea for the 
appointment of a receiver to 'pro- 
tect their interests, allege that they 
fear the Liberty management might 
seize whatever assets the musical 
comedy has. It is also set forth 
that Norman, who was to pay $8 a 
week for the rental of some scenery, 
owes $24 for three weeks. 

"Lad> Do" was originally titled 
"Paris Rose," from which is de- 
rived the corporate title. 

Frank L. Teller states that nei- 
ther he nor his brother Jerome has 
relinquished interest in "Lady Do," 
and that a New York closing was 
necessitated by the oast's refusal 
to accept a cut. 

Because Norman made some ar- 
rangement with^tho cast to accept 
a cut the star was given the man- 
agement of the show for so doing. 
Teller states that he still retains 
the controlling Intorost In the oor- 
l>0ratlbn.

From 
the brokers' viewpoint it was an 
Indication that they were not alone 
to be blnnied for the hi^h prices of 
tickets to Broadway's hits. Mr. 
Tuttle has been asking witnesses

©utstandinp hits, and it was patent 
be had been informed about those 
attractions in partletilar. 

John A. Sullivan, of the Tyson 
Operating Co., the agency beaded 
\ fey William L. Fallon, and head of 
the Sullivan Agency, testlfled to 
the direct payment of theatre pre- 
miums. It was then that the ex- 
ceptional premium put on "Scan- 
dals' " tickets went onto the records. 
A 22 -week buy was arranged 
for the show early la.«t sum- 
mer. Some agencies refused to 
handle tickets on the basis outlined. 
One was Tyson & Co. (known as 
Tyson's Fifth Avenue, one of the 
leading agencies). When Mildred 
Prucht, bookkeeper of the latter 
firm, was interrogated she stated 
she did not know why her firm did 
not sell "Scandals" tickets. Sulli- 
van stated it cost moro to hand)e 
tickets for Shubert houses than 
othfr.'J, explaininjJT tli.it the brokers 
Were forced to take allottments of 
tickets as "buys" on ordinary at- 
tractions in order to secure tickets 
tor a hit 

Brokers Realize 

The bidkiTs realize that the in- 
vestigation might show that the 
legal percentage on excess premiums 
was not turned over to the povern- 
tnent. They expect to be fined and 
assessed on the japproximate 
amount Withheld, but they are will- 
ing to have the conditions which, 
force hiph prices exposed. Half a 
dozen managers are reputed to have 
collected from $1 to $2 on front lo- 
cation tickets and their identity will 
probably be broup:ht out through 
the prosecutor's questioning. The 
agency men have taken the clear 
position not to be entangled in 
iXTiury. 

They still maintain the 50 per 
eeht. tax law on premiums all over 

60 cents is unconstitutional and l»t 
like the nullified New York state 
law, an attempt at price fixing by 
law. The government makes a 
queer claim under the 80 per cent, 
provision concernlnpr the resale of 
tickets for hit shows between 
agencies thcmselve.s. Not a little 
of that poes on, an agency paying 
Rnnthcp hitrli price in order to sat- 
isfy a rusti»ni« r. 

An example: Where one agency 
pays another $8.80 for a ticket that 
^<'>^t.«^ $r,.CO at the box oflflce, the 
first agency is exporled to pay the 
fovernment half of the excess, the 
difference between $6 and $8.80, or 
11.40. The second agency may sell 
the tiokot f(.r $9.90 and the pov^ rn- 
Jttent asks $1.35, contending that the 
law reads the percentage be gov- 
erned by the estAblished or box 
office priro of $5.50. Theref..re. if 



seller argued successfully in void- 
ing the New York State's ticket 
law. It Is said Tuttle expressed a 
willingness to drop the investiga- 
tion if the brokers went Into a 
Court of Equity and swore not to 
sell at more than 50 cents premium. 
Mr. Marshall refused, from the ac- 
count, and replied they would take 
the matter to Washington. 

The government does not si\y it 
is a crime to charge high prices for 
tickets but declares itself ifi on the 
gravy. Where there is a double re- 
sale between .iprn( ios tlie conten- 
tion of price lixing appears to be 
pretty well upheld. The law Is a 
provision of the wartime Income 
mrtisure, several times revised but 
not changed in this respect. 

Playwrights Concerned 
Two new claimants on a share of 

the premiums paid to the theatres 
cropped up Monday. Playwrights 
demanded a percentage under their 
baste minimum contriiot and the 
state tax conimis«:ion demanded nn 
examination of the agencies' books 
to see if they checked up with the 
state income tax returns. 

This has nothing to do with ticket 
taxes, but solely on the computa- 
tion of the tax paid the State. The 
State will probably have to wait, as 
the books of a number of agencies 
have been turned over to the fed- 
eral district attorney and the in- 
ternal revenue tnspectors. 

If the government p^ ts half of all 
money paid the managers and the 
playwrights get their percentage, 
there Is going to be little left. While 
heavy premiuins have been admit- 
tedly paid to theatres for hit tickets, 
the great majority of tickets are 
handled by agencies at a premium 
of from 7 '2 to 25 cents. 

A provision on grosses in the 
authors' agreement reads: *'Qross 
weekly box otllce receipts from nil 
sources whatsoever . . . and shall be 
construed to include any sum over 
and above regular box ofHce prices 
of tickets received by the manager 
or any one in his employ, from 
speculators, ticket agencies or other 
persons and any other additional 
sums whatsoever received by the 
manager on arciHint of said play." 

B. O. Men Left Out 

So ttit box ofUce men have not 
been involved in the investigation. 

It is conrcMlfd that they receive 
what are termed as gratuities from 
the agencies, the sums not being 
large so far as Is known. Most box 
office men have declared the gratui- 
ties on their income tax returns and 
cannot be implicated. It has been 
commonly understood that treasur- 
ers In Shubert theatres are sup- 
posed to turn in half of such gratui- 
ties to some one or more persons in 
the Shubert offices. 

The matter of paying concession 
money for tax the privilege of han- 
dling tickets for Shubert theatres 
was touched on in the investigation 
Monday. The concession Idea has 
been reported in operation for sev- 
eral years and Is in addition to 
whatever money is paid per ticket 
by the agencies. That may explain 
the claim that it costs certain agen- 
cies more money to handle tickets 
for Shubert hfMises. Attrarti"ns 
have never .shared in the concession 
money nor the premiums. 

Last week w^hen Mr. Tuttle warn- 
ed witnesses to be careful In th^'ir

Another manager stated 
that a friend had paid $15 per 
ticket over the box office price of 
a eertain hit and on i«|p«stIgation 
found the tickets had i^sstd 
through the hands of five different 
brokers. Still another manager is 
reputed to have said that he was 
offered a bonus of |r».000 from a box 
ofiAce man for the job of treasurer 
of his theatre. With a success on 
hand the treasurer might make from 
$1,000 upward a week, he thoupbt. 

The bookkeeper for Tyson & Co, 
said the firm paid an income tajt of 
$197.93 for the four years ending with 
1925, explaining tlie agency lost 
money the three preceding years. 
This had nothing to do With the 
monthly admissions tax returns. 
She also testified that during the 
month of January last fd,4d2.55 was 
paid to 89 theatres in New York 
for commissions in excess of the l>ox 
office price of tickets purchased. 

Among the theatres which re- 
ceived commission during tbat 
month, the peak period of the sea- 
son were the Vanderbilt, $199; 
Ambassador, $191; Knickerbocker, 
$1»0.64: liyrle, $177.26; Broadhitrst. 
$280; Imperial, $314.14; Empire, 
$636.60; Selwyn, $256.38; Miller,

Dept. Justice Directing 
Moves from U. S. AH'f-' 

General's Office 



Washington, Jun<* 7. 

The Department of Justice is di- 
recting the action against - tiifO 
tels, clubs and ticket agencies In 
New York for alleged violations on 
the Income tax laws on premiunis 
above the SO cents ad1^hc^» Obi. 
William J. Donovan, assistant to 
the Attorney General, Is directing 
the entire proceedings from his of- 
fice here. 

Learning of this mCset SOntact in 
contrast to the usual method of 
turning a case over to a federal In- 
vestigator on the ground, Variety 
questioned Colonel Donovan the 
latest Nathan D. Perlman, counsel 
for the 11 agencies, contention that 
the law was unconstitutional. ^ 

Other than to rem ark that Mr. 
Perlman was evidently arguing 
from the recent U. S. Supreme 
Court decision voiding the New 
York state scalpers' law, Col. Dono- 
van declined to comment. He did, 
however, state that Distrirt Attor- 
ney Tuttle would be ready for an 
interview on that ^tlssjUoh shortly. 

Chicago may expect a like move 
in the near future if reports brought 
back here by officials attendini? the 
recent eonference on flood relief 
have the same effect an the r» port* d 
gouging of just such olTicials wiii< li 
resulted in the New York case. 

One official back from Chicago 
has given the department two tick- 
ets with the name of the ag^nry 
only stamped on the back. The 
amount charged for the tickets is 
omitted. This violates the pro- 
visions of the federal income tax 
laws.

From accounts yesterday nearly 
all of the New Tork managers had 
acceded to the Central Agency plan, 
with the excei)tlon of A. Jj. lOr- 
langer. Erianger, it was said, has 
delegated Flo Ziegfeld. owing to ill- 
ness, as his representative. 

The Central Agency system is 
about the same skeleton outline now 
as was broached by Leblang a year 
ago. It simmered then and out. 
Presently with the expose of the 
ticket selling on Broadway by the 
authorities, It eame up again with 
tho managers greatly favoring it 
as the only solution of the legit 
ticket problem. 

It Is conceded that the gouging 
for tickets has harmed the lepit 
business in New York. Uniformity 
of the Central Agency as outlined 
to expected to offset the stigma the 
legit has been unable to bear up un- 
der and restore confidence. 

Not Entirely Approved 

The Leblang plan does not meet 
with entire approval along l?road- 
way. There are a number of rea- 
sons why, some ticket experts sny, 
the plan will not work out. In some 
points they agree that the idea has 
some points that might be an im- 
provement upon the present system, 
but. on the whole. It Is considered 
a theory that Will not fully work 
out in practice. 

One terse criticism is that patrons 
who pay top box office prices could 
not be expected to st.and in lino in 
a theatre lobby to redeem the slips 
issued by the central office. It 
would entail a double operation, that 
of the first buying the slip .it the 
central office or box office and later 
"cashing in the slip." 

Patrons of the orchestra floors 
want possession of tickets and are 
counted on to shy at mingling with 
crowds at the last minute. Critics 
of the Leblang idea believe the cen- 
tralized system wouM < bavc p^'ople 
away from the theatre inst«»ad of 
drawing them in. 

Among the theatre element tlw 
samo obj«etion, vrd^fd when the 
original central tiek«t office plan 
was mentioned still goes. Cei*talft 
managers have declared th« y would 
never band over control of their 
tickets in th<- manner outlined. The 
suspicion still exists that it Is a case 
of the Shuberts and their affilia- 
tions versus the Krlnti'Tr rrouft. In- 
dirations are that the latter are 
wary of the plan because of possible 
control which may be switched 
later on. 

Issuing Stock 

It is understood that Leblang pro- 
poses to Issue preferred and com- 
mon stor k for the central ag<'n< y, 
and that common Kt*)ck will be is- 
sued to theatres, such stock to pass 
with the lease should there be 
eharu"' in ov^nership or leayrvliijt. 
The (juestion arises whether v(>ting 
power goes with the common stock. 
If so it is figured that the Shuberts 
would li.ave morr Kl>.ar« s th.-tn .any 
oth^r single Arm In New York and 
that thev could w ith the aid of a

The last of these is indeed a tri- 
bute to tradition and to sentiment, 
for Edwin Booth and Lawrence 
Barrett, founders of the Players, at- 
tained immortality in this noble 
Shakespearean tragedy. And let 
no man scoff at this claim of *'all- 
star" in this day and age, eVen re- 
membering that with Booth .us Cas- 
•iuo, Barrett as Antony. 10. L. Dav- 
enpoii: as lirutus and .John McCul- 
lough as Caesar — with *'anny Dav- 
enport as Ltictue-— this mi^rhty 
drama was played in this same city; 
and with Booth as Brutus. Barrett 
as Cassliis and BellA BAteatUB im 
Portia it also was J^yed in this 
same cityw 

This Is no age of Booths and Bar- 
retts. There is little encouragement 
for their development. With so lit- 
tle demand, it is most worthy and 
commendable that the club founded 
by those deathless artists should 
recall their lofty worlts with the 
best actor* of the day, transmuted 
as nearly as possible from the man- 
material of the 1927 stage to the 
shades of the geniuses of IMii - 

The cast set above this report is 
What today would pass for an un- 
usual assembfap^e of names and 
notables. That they render a per- 
formance of the reverberant "Ju- 
lius Caesar,^ Bhak eap ea r e 's smcless 
masterpiece whieh called upon the 



those supermen of those days may 
be explained away by the differing 
Ktanilards. the dilT liiit,' training's— 
if not the Uiitoreiit breeds — of tlHs 
generation. 

Sh ikespoarean acting,' is a speciflc 
lifcAork, r'-*<:ulrinB peculiar gifts 
and constant service. Mere versa- 
tility, mere e.ipahility cannot make 
of even the foremost player a 
Shakespearean reader, interpreter 
or i)ers(tnitier. Now and then comes 
a IJarryniore or a Cowl to do the 
miraculous. But the average pros- 
perous actor in good stand in;:: today 
l.s no more capable of playing 
ShakesjM'are with credit than is the 
average author capable of writing 
.Shakesi)eare. 

This presentation in playing is 
hard and bookish, elocutionary and 
super-studied. Many of the roles 
are off key woefully. But the effort 
is an honest and sincere one, and 
the miss Is sanctified by the in- 
tent. 

Young James Kennie, as Marc 
Antony, approached it as nearly as 
any of liis confereres. In the burial 
speech he was at times superb — at 
other moments he stabbed, as Bru- 
tus said, "with points of lead." Mary 
Youni?. as Portia, perhaps came 
nearest to the Shakespearean per- 
sonality and delivery. Tyrone 
Power, a classical actor of old, did 
Brutus with strength and convic- 
tion, almost quite up to the "old 
school." The other performances 
were as modern as shiny Buicks 
draped in ancient robes. 

The settings by Norman -Bel Ced- 
des were of his customary method, 
huge and Impressive draperies 
punctuated here and there with a 
column, a throne or a set of massive 
steps. The Bard would have rubbed 
his eyes to behold them — but they, 
at least, would not have turned 
him over, groaning in the grave at 
Avon. They were ultra-modernis- 
tic, but not inappropriate, and con- 
gruous to the spirit. 

The opening night audience was 
neither extremely smart nor numer- 
ous. Whole boxes and many rows 
gaped in ghastly disrespect of the 
greatest playwright the world has 
ever known and dishonored. 

Coming at this time, when pri- 
vate schools are letting out and 
public schools soon will, this' should 

be patronized as an educational 
course for students. It may not be 
expected that New York, en masse, 
will come to it with substantial 
patronage. New York has long since 
silently told Its estimate of Shakes- 
peare as "entertainment." especially 
his historical and non-necking 
scripts. 

This not being a profit-seeking 
venture, with its span at the costly 
New Amsterdam limited In advance, 
it is not sportsmanlike to set an ap- 
proximate on its potential tenancy 
or its probable "gross." One week

Roxy Surprises Orcheetra 

S. L. Rothafel (Roxy) is a constant aurprise to his musiciana. When 
taking the baton, Roxy who admittedly is no musician, evidence an 
•ieetrlfytng showman's knack of building up crescendos and effects that 

are startling. He exacts certain modulations via his baton which are 
not scored or marked in, or musically correct, but the orchestra follows 
him blindly knowing that he is striving for some effect which, when it 
eventuates, sustains the musical license. 

Incidentally, a criticism of Roxy that dates back to his Rialto, RivoU 
and more noticeably the Capitol days no longer applies as regards his 
"slave driving."* While as indefatigable. Roxy seems cognixiuit that he 
invited censure througk permitting over- enthusiasm ruling common 
sense; if anything. It Is remarked his control of sitontlons warrants but 
little eruption. 

Recording Lew White From Theatre 

The Brunswick is recording: Lew White's orgran solos from the Roxy 
theatre through a unique radio method. White plays in the Roxy while 
being recorded by microphonic pick-up in the Brunswick laboratories 
some distance away. The WJZ "mike" is utilised tmrn the Roxy theatre's 
radio studio for the picking: up of White's organ numbers, and they are 
transmitted by WJZ via a loud-speaker in the Brxmswick studios. 

It is but a matter of time that an orchestra or a singer may be able 
to play or sinv tn publie and have their efforts recorded at the same 
time miles away through placing a recording machine in front of the 
radio receiver'a loud-speaker. Experiments have been conducted 
whereby a St. Louis or New Orleans broadcasting dance band has been 
picked up in New York and Chicago and impressed onto the wax after 
being transmitted hundreds of miles via the ether. 

If new developments are perfected as expected, it will avoid consider- 
able expense for recording trips from city to city. 

AproxK>s of White's Brunswick recordings, the phonograph company 
and the recording artist are doing something new in the line of organ 
disks, through turning out records that con be danced to aa well as for 
concert purposes.

appeal of the Zenitli Radio Corp., 
Station W JAZ, for a higher wavc^ 
length.

cedrd. It was this station tiiat 

brought about the adverse court de- 
cision on the previous Department 
of Commerce control. The station 
is owned by l*aul B. Klugh, legis- 
lative expert for the broadcasters, 
and Bugene McDonald. 

iMany expected that in its de- 
rision some mention wonld be made 
by tlie commission in reference to 
WJAZ jumping a Canadian wave 
length. It was ignored. 

WDWM Claims Losses 

D. W. May. owner of the Newark 
station, stated that an investment 
of $30,000 would be impaired aiul 
that the now gross weekly business 
of $1,000 would foe lost if a more de- 
piVahlo ehannrl was not pivon 
AVJJWM. This argument failed to 
effect the commission. This being 
also true of the statement of at- 
torneys for KUiprh and McDonald 
that should their plea be denied 
they would, carry the fight to the 

COUltS. 

Mvinbors of the rommission are 
How seemingly resolved to grant no 
•further postponements of the ef^ 
fective date of June 15. Actions are 
expected in the courts, it was 
stated, but It is not anticipated that 
these will be of such a scope as to 
Isngle up the entire ne# line-up. 

Confusion and Protests 

Concerted action on the 10 sta- 

ti(»ns protesting from New York 
City is seen here to indicate con- 
siderable confusion ahead in that 
particular region should the courts 
grant the stations the right to pro- 
ce«'d on their present wave lengtlis 
pending tinal disposition of tlie 
cases. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland ap- 
peared as a witness during the 
hearing granted WGL.. He stated 
that though he had high regard for 
this station he could not recom- 
mend that it be given preference 
over WOR. In this connection the 
decision adverse to the New York 
^t.ition was apparently based on 
the f.Kt that it was comparatively 
iKw while WOK had been operating 
for several years.

ROBERT C. HILLIARD 

Robert Cochran HilUard, TO, one 

of America's best known actors, 
died Juno 6 at his home In New 
York of heart failure. Mr. HlUiaxd 
for the past six years ha<l been 
BuiYeringr of diabetes, beingr bed- 
ridden for the past 11 weeks. 

Arrikiis«ni€fnt!i for hia funeral 
*late Tuesday had not been com- 
pleted, awaiting the arrival in New 
Xork of Mr. Uilliard's son, Lieut. 
Commander Robert Bell Hilllard 
from the Boston Navy Yard. It 
was reported that Mr, Illliard's Ill- 
ness had of late made the actor 
mbikott totally blind. 

Besides the only son, the widow, 
the former Olga Everhard, daugliter 
of the late James Everhard, New 
Torie attorney, also aunrivea. Ifrt, 
Hilllard Inherited an estate of sev- 
eral millions when her father died. 

Bob Hilllard was considered not 
ottly tha handsomest actor of his 
day but one of the most popular, 
clue to both his ofTstagre wit and his 
characterization of leading man 
rolas ^ tha ata^a, Ha .aarned his 
first great fame under the manage- 
ment of David Belasco, perhaps his 
greatest play under the latter be- 
Inr '*Tha Otri of tha Golden West." 
Among other successes were "A 
Fool There Was," "The Argyle 
Case" and ^The Pride of Race." 

Bo raUrad for several years only 
to return in 1921 when he entered 
vaudeville in the sketch, "The Ut- 
tlest Girl. Mr. Hilllard was a na- 
tive at Ka# York where he was 
educated in private achools. his pa- 
rents being wealthy. His stage 
debut was in "False Shame" in 
188S at tha old CSrIterloti theatre In 
Brooklyn. He was In Wall Street 
at the time and decided to give up 
that business for the stage. His 
first feat aiteeaia came when he 
succeeded Maurice Barrymore, the 
father of John, Lionel and Ethel, 
as leading man in hily Langtry'e 
coknpaay.

must speed up production; that 
productions would be properly pre- 
pared for them before they went to 
work and that they would be ex- 
pected to deliver pictures on time;] 
that if they wanted to help the In- 
dustry the proper thing would be to 
turn out their product ahead oC 
schedule and this would ha appro- 
elated by the producers and that 
the directors would be reimbursed 
for their loyalty. 

After the two producers had 
spoken an open discussion lasted 
over an hour with the directors of- 
fering suggestions which they felt 
would tend to lower production 
costs and increase tho entertain* 
ment value of forthcoming produc- 
tions. . Many pointed out that the 
main trouble waa the payment of 
excessivo salarloa to atara and 
writers.

Aa reported In Variety, agrreement has been finally reached between 
British fllm Trade and Government. Meetings held between Sir Phillip 
CunUff«-Iitet«r and repreMBtatlrea of th* C. B. A., the K. R. a. and the 
F. B. X. resulted In ajrreement to limit the operations of ths Quota to 12 
years, and to a maximum of 20 per cent. As drafted, the Bill called 
for a permanent quota and a maximum of 25 per cent of British Alms. 
. It hiM also been agreed that Alms rank la •xhtbltors' quota the year 
fjtu&f ara produced. This prevents plctareil feliis' held and put fi^ oia ittie 
quota in the next season, which might vary well have happened la oaae 
of over-production in any year. 

Kew scales of Increases In percentaffe of British films was also agreed 
«pon so that the quota will start at dre per cent and Increase two and 
a half per cent yearly to 20 per cent. This It will roach at the end of 
the sixth year, and will stay at that figure for a further six years, then 
becoming obsolete. At least, that is the theory, but it is certain if 
jatitlsh prodttcera have not by then secured a large share of national 
and Dominion markets It will be continued, despite the present arrange- 
ment. 

An amendment to defer the commencement of the quota till 1930 was 
defeated, while a government amendment providing that where a dis- 
tributor takes both feature filrna and ".shorts" from British producers 
the requirements of the quota must be satisfled as to feature films, even 
though the "slMorts" may be registered as ^British productions" for the 
purposes of the section of the bill applying to registration/ 

Recent public stock flotations in the movie business have not been 
notable for success. Gaumont-British did not get much over 10 por cent 
of the million dollars It asked for, and the several smaller flotations have 
met no better fate. 

But the British Instructional Issue, put out on May 31, was to have 
closed its lists in four ihxya. Asking for some $250,000 half in deferred 
and half in ordinary stock, and with a record of having paid 57 per cent 
en the deferred and IS per cent on the ordinary as a private company 
liit year. It had a gbod showing to make. 

:V;lr he public company acquires studios and equipment at .Surblton Hill.

We know several instances of girls actually 
selling themselves because of the necessity of taking care of themselves 
or tHiir mothers. 



Thefts During Rehearsal 

Petty thefU during rehearsals are the rule rather than the exception. 
A wise chorus girl rarely leaves her pocketbo(^ lying around during 
rehearsal period, for she knows it will either be gone or rlfl"d. This is 
no reflection on the honesty of chorus girls, who would never steal 
under normal conditions, but when it comes to needing the money to 
eat with, it's a different story. 

Many prirls have told me that they have le^t their pocketbooks at 
rehearsals, when they knew the girls were broke, waiting for the show 
to OPOh, and only a dollar or two would be taken, indication that who- 
ever took the money needed just enough to get by on for another day. 

A home for chorus girls or the summer camp we outlined in Retail 
in these columns some weeks ago would save many a girl from starva- 
tion, heartaches-HUid worse. Yet the managers won't get together to 
relieve a situation which Is obvious, and gets worse year by year. A 
few thousand dollars spent on a summer farm for actors and actresses 
out of work, or a home for chorus girls In the city, is vitally and 
urgently needed.

"Moo|i of Israel" is a spectacular 
0P«0iimili depictinsr the miraclo ot 
Ulf sea mure cleixrly, if less dramiitt^ 
cally, . than the i>eMilie'a. 

The stfts, mob stuff and "effects" 
are all on a liuf^e scale. So much 
so that fur the minutes it runs 
It Is iilways worth watching. 

The reason for this one bolns on 
the sheif for such a ien^lh of time 
evidently lies In th« treatment of 
the love theme, a tepid affair com- 
pared to modt.'rn screen amours. 
Marie Corda must shoulder some of 
the blame for this because the well 
known Krotesque German make-up 
for a camera that kills off any 
chance of catching the American ac- 
ceptance of feminine beauty. Per- 
haps Curtiz can also l>e singled out 
for the stiff and formal manner of 
the lovers, Miss Corda and Adelqui 
Miller. Hence, the love story is sec- 
ondary to the production's mass at- 
tributes. 

The locale Is Egypt, with the Jews 
in slavery under Pharaoh Menapta. 
P«rBeetKIon is depicted, the duel of 
Gods brings dcstiuction, plagues, 
"sign^/' etc., all for big mechanical 
•ffocU that impress despite that 
Otbtr . films have held the same 
tlUllgi. The story winds itself 
RlrouBi Prince Seti, heir to the Egyp- 
tian throne, who ultimately re- 
nounces his title by lavoriniK Me- 
rapi's people. 

Performances .by the men are 
sterling to the point of over-shad- 
owing Miss QaritL. ' Curtis has han- 
dled his big ensembles excellently, 
photography is good, and the con- 
tinuity is all risht, despite the two 
reels which have been deleted. 

In the matter of the sea thing the 
Off ect here is so similar to that 
which DeMille used In the "Com- 
mandments" as to cauj^e astonish- 
ment among, thooe who Cani graph- 
ically recall the scene as revealed in 
the latter picture. The canyon 
through the water is even more clear 
here, but the bit of water rolling 
back and then rushing to submerge 
the pursuing Egyptians is an exact 
duplicate. If memory serves, the 
DeMille method called for four dif- 
ferent shots, with the walls of the 
opened sea made possible through a 
gelatine composition. The replica Is 



so obvious as to immediately im- 
press that someone "copped" from 

someitne, and if Sid Kent hustled 
"Moon" out of the way it's logical 
to presume Curtis had his first. 

*'(.'omnianclment»" and "Den-IIurs" 
notwithstanding, "Moon of Israel" 
looks good enough to go Into any 
first run house for a week and mnke 
money for both ends. Its basic 
spectacular features are sufficient to 
overcome the weakness in story and 
the performance by the men hold 
that anffle to;?other. If the love in- 
terest is tame, thero axe too many 
production "lireworks" to make a 
material difference. 

The picture rates exploitation and 
wili fullUi the promises of tlie bill- 
ing. The Annies and Jimmies aren't 
used to seeing tills sort of thinp: 
l)efore having heard all about it, un- 
less they give up heavy dough at 
the b. o., so "Moon" proraliti »« 
a novelty in tiiat respect. 

That Paramount didn't want to 
handle It doesn't necessarily count. 
The idea is that F. B. O. has it, It's 
a big picturo that calls for handling 
and will draw a response if the peo- 
ple are made to know it's in town.

Two men carry the picture, War- 
ner Oland and Joseph Swickard.

Opposi^ Miss Costello is the 
late ChaH^ K." Mack. . Swickard 
has played so many Spanish gran- 
dees h.e probably stands up for the 
natloaal aiillieiii of that eountry, 
while Oland has been doing the 
dirty to heroines and heroes since 
the Pearl White days. Both are 
very well In this picture and over- 
^'hadow the star for the reason she 
has been handled with care other 
than to look delectable. 

As the title suggests, the wallop

buildings is graphically pictured 
and the flames are In color. A 
"shot" of the liresent day city In- 
termingles with the final clinch of 
the principals. This Is added to by 
the Vltaphone nl(n<^hmnt fsf tfcie 
earthquake portion. 

Story revolves around the old 
Spanish rancho of the Vasques de- 
scendants deeded to the family by 
the King of Spain when the first 
explorers arrived In that Pacific 
area. A nine minute prolog plants 
the ancestry and the family pride 
with the '49 gold rush starting the 
financial misfortunes. This Is the 
prolog. When the scenario picks 
up Miss Costello and the Vasquez 
estate are down to their last 
monies and Chris Burkwell (Mr. 
Oland), boss of the Tenderloin, Is 
after the property. Brandon, ne- 
gotiating for Buckwell, takes his 
nephew, Terrence, with him arid the 
first glance at Dolores signs up 
Terry to the Vasque/ cause. 

Burkwell, of course, frames to get 
the girl and the ranch, and is in 
reality a Chinaman, and when Do- 
lores makes that discovery the ven- 

Seance of his countrymen, whom 
• hds persecuted, is exploded. Kid- 
napping the girl to a secret hiding 
place takes place just ahead of the 
earthquake Whence Buckwell and 
his followers are killed Witil TST- 
rence rescuing Dolores. 

Parts of the story and Crostaxid's 
direction are distinctly theatrical 
in too many spots to make this pic- 
ture a atafldout special, dand is 
at home again In sliding? back .secret 
panels, finding his way through hid- 
den passages, etc., while the director 
has laid on the proud spirit of the 
Vasquez to overflowing, Keither 
do those nrlsh brogue titles allotted 
to Terrence help, although these 
cease, after the latter becomes ac- 
cHifiated. However; S#leleard ex- 
tracts much from the role of the 
Spani.>jh grandfather s^d makes it 
convincing ta thO fiSee Of thei Hffm- 
emphasis. 

Miss Costello makes a lovely ap- 
pearance, struggles with the villain, 

is put on display for a group of 
Chinamen and takes up the sword 
when her {grandfather suddenly suc- 
cumbs during the ponoral turmoil. 
Her scenes with Mack are well 
played and directed but the main 
histrionic power comes from Oland 
and Swickard due to material and 
the proverbial "sweetness" concen- 
trated on the heroine in stories of 
this type. Miss Costello is the only 
Lfirl of prominence in the film, Anna 
Alay Wong bein^ tlio sole contestant 
In this respect and doing what 
iimounts ta no more than a few 
bits. 

Productlonally the picture Is solid 
and Impressive. Shots of the old 
Barbary Coast hold interest .'ind the 
'quake stuff will make them look. 
Continuity has been nicely timed 
so that the suspense keeps build- 
ing and the 88 minutes consumed 
is not too far out of proportion al- 
beit there Is room for scissoring.

If you can associate an early 
century Ford model with a dramatic 
Idea you'U enjoy "The Pirtrt: Auto." 
The feat "was a little too much for 
the premiere audience, who took 
the screen story very quietly* This 
in spite of the festive nature of the 
premiere, attended by Barney Old- 
field in person, a benefit perform- 
ance and the presence of a number 
of vaudeville and musical comedy 
stars who took part in the Vlta- 
phone bill that'preceded the picture. 

The combination of so funda- 
mentally funny a subject as early 
automobiles, the costumes and so- 
cial absurdities of the period of 
1S96 and the trick costumes that go 
with the period, and a dramatic 
theme of the conflict of the old and 
Uie young generation are hard to 
reconcile. Certainly t^ey datt't 
blend in this production. 

It is funny in the wrong places. 
When inteuHe in lU melodrama It Is 
almost a travesty. 

You couldn't blame any audience 
for being confused. Ancient Fords 
are one of those things that are ar- 
bitrarily funny. For screen uses it 
is a conrtetion that it must explode 
or collapse; its uses for anything 
but low comedy Is unthinkable. 
Here the grotesque first attempts at 
auto making (and they have as- 
sembled a marvelous collection) are 
used for eomedy relief, but In the 
background the horseless carriage 
As the basis of tho domestic motif. 
That's where the hopeless incon- 
gruity comes in. It can't be done. 

It is conceivable that the Intro - 
dtiotlon of the automobile and the 
consequent effect upon the Institu- 
tion of Old Dobbin had Its dramatic 
side at the' time, but it isn't dra- 
matic any more. It's Just fimny. 
The story deals with a father who 
is a loTMT o|r horse flesh, owner of 
fast 'steppers and proprietor of a 
livery stable. His son goes in for 
the new fangled devil wagons, and 
father and son are separated. The 
old man goes broke in the Uvery 
stable business. Brooding over his 
loneliness and failure ha gOflT^ bit 
off in mind. 

When ion comes back to the old 
town to drive in an automobile race, 
the ffither is tricked into doctoring 
his car so It will explode on the 
track, not knowing the driver Is 
his own son. The car does explode, 
but the boy survives and the near- 
tragedy brings the old man back to 
a sense that progress is inevitable. 

For the finish this hater of gas 
buggies steps Into view out of a 
Rolls Royce, to be an interested 
spectator at an avlatloh meet, 
where he learns that the fliers can 
go. up to 200 miles an hour. The 
oloMBg gag finds him Jooklxig for 
his son, only to learn Uiat he has 
gone to a horse show. 

Thdre are several first rate eom- 
ery relief passages, genuine In their 
fun and cleverly devised. But the 
srtoua drama spoils the whole affair 
because this material has no busi- 
ness in the story. Technical pro- 
duction first rate, fltoraething of 
the atmosphere of the early century 
Is caught in a fln^iejj^LaDublte 



square. With 
and a steady 
passing. 

The picture has been well mah- 

aged In several particulars. It has 
some very amusing satire on the 
social habits of the post- Victorian 
period; Its types are picked and 
played with much skill.

For another wedding the follow- 
ing day oomes a balk. The pros- 
pective groom for whom he is to ba 
best man Informs Grlllith it looks as 
though a crimp has been put into 
the works through a Russian danc- 
ing dame he has been toying with 
threatening to blow tho party via 
his letters unless a $20,000 necklace 
he had klddingly prohtlsed her > 
comes to life. 

Grlffltl> proposes a scheme of se- 
curing a necklace on approval, slip 
It t6 the dame, then cop It from 
her and let her be vamped as well 
as vamping.

there have been more cheap, shoddy 
fil m Blurs upon certain aspects of 
the church than are at all called 
for. 

Here a genliine spiritual theme 
is dealt with in a thoroughly sin- 
cere, dignified way. The material 
Is woven into a story that has true 
drama, fine grip, a thrill in Inel- 
dent and situation and, modt im- 
portant, heart interest and Intel- 
Seotual appeal. Whether it will ex- 
ert an exceptional pull from the 
geaerality of screengoers in New 
Terk 'ls a question. This ts unim- 
portant In the broad view. 

What It will do is to create good 
/ will throughout the country among 
those people who have been frankly 
hostile to "movies" because of a 
tendency, real or Imagined, to deal 
frivolously with certain conventions 
of society. In a way "Captain Sal- 
ration" ought to do for the screen 
something of the same service that 
the stage production of "Ben Hur" 
did for the drama in makins fk>iends 
for the theatre amont non theatre- 
goera. 

Coming upon the heels of the con- 
troversy over Win Hays' prohibition 
of plays for screen production, the 
appearance of this splendid photo 
play is particularly timely as franlc 
propaganda in the interests of win- 
ning favor and consideration for the 
screen from that element which has 
scoffed at pictures as beneath In 
telligent consideration or as an In- 
^ ttttutlon that was, in eflPect if not 
to Intent, opposed to the older social 
^OQTentlons. 

As a technical production, in de- 
tails of settings, composition of 
backgrounds, delicacy of photo 
graphio effect, the film is flawless. 
By some trick of method the picture 
achieves the goal of conveying at 
mosphere. It makes no difference 
Wlukt the background is, always it 
is real apd actual. 

An unimportant bit, for example, 

where the heroine Is hastening to 
the wharf to meet her lover, re- 
turning from the sea. She goes 
through a village street. The screen 
nas pictured countless village 
Streets. Just village streets. But this 
one is that particular village street 
^ street in Maple Bay in 1840. 
Again they havo an "old fashioned 
llsh fry" in a jolly old sailor's shaxJk 
hhd that's what It is. It isn't a 
hiovle set at all. Ordinarily a shack 
In a picture would do for a boy 
scout's camp or the old mill where 
the dirty work is done in the third 
•ct But not so here. This is a 
jailor's shack where this particular 
nsh fry was held. 

These two trivial scenes are cited 
is make the point. The effect of 
jewity is immeasurably liner for 
the highlights. Always the sense 
Of actuality is there and the beauty 
or It Is that there is no evidence of 
hietlculous care. It Is Just unaf- 
fected naturalness that is the es- 
sence of art. 

One thinir contributing greatly 
to this "feeling" is the happy cast- 
ing. Lars Hanson is a new hero 
to the Koroen. He comes with no 

Jrreal trumpeting, but the trumpet- 
ng will begin with this picture. He 
91 a And. A pantomimlst of bold 
git subtle method, he does some 
Jjmarkable acting here. He has 
the knack of graphic expression in 
brief, crisp action; he can indic.ite 
subtle values without facial dls- 
jortlons and possessing something 
like eloquence in repose. Hanson is 

o f the few screen actors who 

iflves the spectator's imagination a 
Chance. That makes him a great 
screen personage. 

Pauline Starke here has a part 
that will advance her. There is 
jomethlng about her performance. 
Her always vivid feminine quality 
has an extraordinary opportunity 
in the rr.le of the Jezebel of the 
^uterfront. Marceline 2^ In the 



quaint costume of 1840 makes a 

charmin^^ picture. I>avid Torrence 
plays a brutal, sardonic captain of 
a convict ship, a sinister, evil crea- 
ture, played witli a grotosquo touch 
of grim humor that is trenienduuHly 
interesting. George Fawcett as a 
queer old salt rounds out an all- 
Aincrican group of gifted actors, 
happily associated In this extraor- 
dinarily fortunate combination Qf 
play and players. 

The story deals with An.son Camp- 
belh a youth In a narrow liJttle New 
England sea town. He has re- 
turned from the theological sem- 
inary, his education completed, but 
with the call of the sea In his heart 
and uncertiiinty over the reulne.ss 
of the call to gospel ministry. The 
action has to do with the stirring 
battle of the boy's soul to find its 
cail. The bigoted yillage turns 
against him when h# bwrlends a 
fallen woman cast among them. He 
goes to sea to escape his disap 
polntment, shipping innooently 
enough on a convict ship on which 
also the waterfront Jezebel takes 
passage. Still the girl's friend, he 
defends her from the captain, to 
escape whom she kills herself. 

It Is In the hold of th* convict 
ship, when the girl dies surrounded 
by the dregs of humanity that An 
son finds his call to sail Ui* seven 
seas as an evangelist. 

The merit of the production is 
that the.se spiritual values are .ex 
pressed deftly Mi VAlid drfuna.

The last time Emil Jannings was 
at this house "Variety" was his pic- 
ttire. It remained quite a while, 
muoh longer than this current pic- 
ture will linger, but It's not true 
comparison to parallel the two pic- 
tures. "The Way of All Flesh** has 
neither the fire nor composition of 
"Variety" yet, as a sample of what 
Janninss Is ffoinc to do on this 
side, It sufflces to the extent that it 
will probably draw them back to see 
his next film. Fair enough. 

Kb speclfle punch to this Initial 

made-ln-the-U. S. A. Janninga re- 
lease. It really amounts to a study 
by the star of a middle class char- 
acter Who succumbs. Just once, to 
the feminine and must forever 
after live in hiding while his fam- 
ily believes him dead and enjoys 
prosperity through one of the sons' 
violin concerts. Starting in 1910. 
the story weaves Its way up to the 
present year, giving opportunity to 



display throe characterizations in 
many makeups. 

First as the b«>\vhiskcicd jri-uft" 
and trusted cuiihier of a Milwaukee 
bank, second as under the influence 
of a deml-moiulaine, thereby shorn 
of his facial growth, and linally Uii j 
a,, broken example of Indiscretion! 
cleaning up park playgrounds and 
peddling cliestnuts. 

This all takes an hour and a half 
to tell which, incidentally, is more 
than ne<cs.sary and above what 
house managers are going to allow 
when it is In the regular program 
houses. There Is muoh that will 
and. can come out. However, it's 
only just to say that as unwinding 
at the Rialto the leaning toward 
tediousness is not serious enough to 
handicap the litterMt Jnnnings 
evolves and sustains. 

Fleming has followed the Ger- 
man method as the average Amer- 
ican screen audience has come to 
recognize it. I'ossibly becaiise he 
believee it the befit for the results 
in a story of this type or, perhaps, 
due to Jannings* choice in the mat- 
ter. MUner, the photographer, co- 
operated nicely for donbla ex- 
posures, dis.solve.s, etc , while Flem- 
ing has suggested things here and 
there by bits that demonstrate 
thought on the subject, albeit there 
Is nothing revolutionary to be seen. 
A well made picture lacking brilli- 
ance win sum It up technically. 

In substance the story revolves

(Mr. Jannings) being entrusted 
with valuable bon<iM to be sold in 
(.'iiic.igo. On the train he meets 
Maynie (F'hyllis Haver), obviously 
attiit'd for the character, \\]\o ulti- 
mately b ads him to a drunlien sleep 
in a hotel Where she rifles him of 
his eonsitrnint'Tit. Awakening and 
reali/.ation take Schilling back to tlis 
cafe of the previous night, where tk 
fuss with Ma>in»> leads to her lover, 
recipient of the bt>nds, crashing a 
chair over the frantic cashier's head. 

Schilling Is dragged to the rail- 
road ti-a.cUs, where he r^^gajh? .con- 
sciousness as the chair wl^elder is 
relieving him of his valuables. The 
struKgle ends as S<*hilling accident- 
ly pushes his assailant in front of an 
on-rushing train. As the latter has 
taken all identifii ation marks on 
Schilling, the finding of the disllg- 
ured body Is presumed to be Schill- 
ing with newspaper accounts credit- 
ing him with a valiant battle gainst 
bandits. ^ - 

The finish is Schilling, as a beg- 
gar, outside his own home on 
Christmas eve peering through the 
window?! and finally disappearing 
up the street in a bllxzard. A stock 
situation held up by Jannings. 

Picture is not without come<ly. al- 
though this Is concentrated in the 
early footage and making its ap- 
pearance ill directorial attempts for 
naturalness. After Schilling dis-

ment. This form, from accounts, 
w«n mostly take the style of .the 
stage band and acts presentation, 
or a "name** attraction booked 
' wherever obtainable and dtiief acts 
necured from Independent booklncr 
ipources. 

The house managers heretofore 
In their picture bookings have 
played such services as best iaited 
them, without regard to the vaude 
booking offices. Meanwhile they 
procured their vaude bills from the 
K-A or Orpheum booking offices. 
It Is this phase of the pa.st situa- 
. tlon that the K-A letter of in- 

' 0 struction Is reported to have dwelt 
t^on. It hiformed tha atiowme n 

, that since they had received "pro- 
tection" in vaude bookings, either 
for exclusive bills or from other 
theatres In their towns to biMBdle 
the same brand of vaude, they Were 
In duty bound obligated to return 
the favor by taking the Pathe pic- 
tures. An Intlmatloiv was reported 
added onto the letter that this 
would be expected were the K-A 
▼aude to continue in their theatres,

"VVith the swift changing of the 
theatrical situation all over thi 
country, there are any number of 
former vaude managers, independ- 
ent, who now control the towns 
they are in, for all types of variety 
theatres. If they should refu.«je to 
accede to the K-A request, they 
Jaight be facing the threat of a new 
house in opposition. This siuMe 
threat has so often been heard 
through other show channels and 
eoncerns that it no longer carries 
the fear it did years ago.

Magistrate Francis X» McQuade 
In West Side Court dismissed the 
grand larceny charge against Al- 
bert Victorson, SO, said to bo an 
ofUcial of the Credit Reference 
Buro.iTi, of 395 Broadway, when 
arraigned by Detective Patrick 
Maney of the Wast 47th street sta- 
tion. Victorson was arrested seve- 
ral weeks ago at the Manhattan

She 
iiad Victorson purchase it in his 
own name, her attorney said, be- 
cause she sought to escape pub- 
licity. 

Victorson stoutly denied the 
charges. When the case was' called 
in court Mrs. Carmen did not ap- 
pear. Beyeral ad joummenta were 
taken. 

Finally a letter from Mrs. Carmen 
Was read to the court by Assistant 
District Attomoy Paul Rao. It 
stated Mrs. Carmen would not 
prosecute Victorson, and moroovpr 
did not believe him guilty o£ thti 
Charge of larceny. Magistrate Mc- 
Quade then dismissed the larceny 
complaint. 

Victorson waa then tul\.en to 
Newark, N. J., to answer to the 
charge of deserting his wife Hilda 
and two children. He alleged his 
Wife's charges were a framcup.

The money 
was made payable to Rdthatein 6n 
the contract, owinj? to a prevlou.s 
obligation by Miller to Rothstein. 
The latter was only paid $8,808 on 
account, and RoCkaleltt li iNraioood- 
ing to recover the difference. 

Brunswick must now file answer 
to the complaint and the case will

THE MIDDLE PLATEAU 

By J. C NUGENT 



When Sam Bernard left equal money to ths Jewish Ouild. the Catholic 
Ouild and Presbytsriaa jruiUU bscauso thsj wsrs all aotora* culMa, ho 

did a very big thing. 

Can you ima^fine an Irish actor leaving money to the Jewish QuildT 
'I'm Irish, or of Irish descent, and I can't. 
But from now oa I eaa, if I have any to leave. 

That ^'osturo of Sam Bernard's towards his fellow-players improssod 
me as no gab anent the "patriotism of the theatre" ever has. 

I'retty sound, square character, Sam l^ernard. Once I stood with my 
back against ths wall, taolnff a eommittoo 0f wild aotora and opposing 
their policy at a timo wJion It took soms couraco to do It Of oourso I 
waii young and liad had a scotch. 

They all agretid with mo afterwards, but only Sa.m iiernard stepped 
to my aids aad fhesd them with me, and ho said, "He's right, aad you 
all know it!" 

And his stand cost him a lot of monoy at the time. That was ia 190^, 
and his salary was (1,000 a week. Some salary for those days. 

Gambling Their Future 

In an old scrapbook I have pasted some telegrams of that period. One 
is from Boston. It reads: "Kpidemic here also. Sam Bornardt Henry 
Lee and Jennie Yeanuuui all a£flicted." 

That means aothlnc to this generation. But it msaat then that three 
great artists gave up princely salaries and risked their entire oareors for 
a principle InVolvinff the good of thoir f(»llow.s. 

Many hundreds did the 6ame. But tiiose three were doubtful before 
the test came. They had a lot to give up and nothing personally td 
gain. But they came through royally. 

There is a peculiar, deep-seated kinship of professional spirit between 
the two exiled races, the Irish and the Jews, who have como into com- 
panionship in the common country of the theatre. It has, in their busi- 
ness friendships, no relation to the faiths which came to them down the 
centuries, absorbed with the mother's milk. True, it sometimes divides 
them with odd, unreasonable antagonlKins during youthful years, l>efore 
prejudice gives way to reason.

It Is snough of 
each to say of the other, "He's all right." 

It meana a lot. in the world of the theatie. that simple phrase^ , There 
are no qualiUcations, no adjectives. Just, "lie's all right." 

Whlls It is ia Its donhtflil stages, this nomination of tho elect, there 
may be reservations. It may be said by the Irish actors. "He's Irish 
and he's all right," and by the Jewish actors, "He's Irish, but he's all 
right." When a man has been accepted as a great man of the theatre, 
great la his artistry, greal hi his humanity. iusUco and breadth oC mind 
and loyalty to his fellows, thsrs are no "ands" or "huts." iis's Just an 
riprht.

Ju.stice Valente's opinion clariiic's 
a point of tlieatrical law that .should 
Interest authors and producers 
alike. The judge holds, aad quotes 
prior authority in support, that the 
production of a play doe.s not nec- 
essarily include any rights for some 
future muslcaitsatlon thereof. 

Thus, whore Arthtir and Fraaee 
were a.ssociatod in "My Lady 
Friend.s." the late Clifton Craw- 
ford's starring piece, It does net 
nece.ssarily follow that "Nanette,** 
adapted from "I^dy Friends," madsi 
Arthur and Frazoe perpetual part* 
ners.

de la Guerre," 400-foot panorama 
palntiniT at Madison Square Gar- 
den. Its failure to draw has re- 
sulted in curious Inactivity around 
the Garden, with the management 
chaAnff through a (Contract that 
does not peraitt booking In of live 
attractions. 

Under the enthusiastic expecta- 
tion of a clcan-up with little or no 
opsratinff «Kpenditure» the Garden 
was engaged until October. Un- 
less a compromise Is made and the 
painting moved to another spot or 
another elty, plans for mimmer 
light cardd and other attractions 
which kept the Garden busy last 
summer must be indefinitely post- 
poned. ; 

The Tantheon de la Guerre*^ has 
had a curious financial history as 
regards its showing in New York. 
It was Inrought from Parts where 
Its ozhlbitlon was familiar to tour- 
ists since the war, after lonp 
negotiations by J. W. Elliott. For 
the American rights he agreed to 
pay tMiOOQ, Of that sum $100,000 
was required in advance at the rate 
of 15.000 weekly, the balance to 
come out of the profits of exhibi- 
4ion hi America. 

Elliott fell behind in the weekly 
remittances and after a trip abroad 
It was agreed the French sources 
aeoept IMOO weakly. In all iniiott 
is said to hare init up 1117,000 to 
brinp the "Pantheon" here. Dur- 
ing a suit against Elliott last 
winter. It was teatlflad that some 
of the money he used came from 
the profits of •'CasUes In the Air." 

The exhibiUon of the "Pantheon" 
Is under the auspices of the Jeffer- 
son Memorial Foundation, with the 
names of bankers and Wall Street 
men concerned. The Foundation 
also htm an Interostincr financial 
history. It soema tha asUta of 
Thomas Jefferson was purchased by 
the late Jefferson M. Levy. Upon 
the latter's death it was found the 
estate was considerably Indebted to 
the Chemical National Bank. 

It appears that interests friendly 
to the bank formed the Jefferson 
Memorial Foundation, one of the 
prinoiplos being an annual pilgrim- 
age to the home of the preat states- 
man, author of "The Bill of Itights," 
an amasinff Tolumo dellnfnr per- 
sonal ni>erty. 

In aid of the movement to estab- 
lish the Jefferson Home in perpetu- 
ity tho New York '^orld*' ran a 
▼oting contest about two years ago. 
At 10 cents per vote, the prizes 
were trips by youngsters to the 
"World war battle fields. A consid- 
erable profit was mado by the 
"World'a" stunt and the o\ )jocf ive 
In securing a clear title to the Jef- 
ferson property was attained. 
Others Interested 

Elliott whose name has not ap- 
peared in the press matter of the 
Tantheon" turned over the exhi- 
bition of the painting in New York 
to the Foundation on a percentage 
basis. Newspaper advertising Is 
reported having been paid for by 
James S. Bretz for the Societie 
Pantheon de Ut Guerre. Mr. Bretz 
appears to be a friend of J. M. GU- 
bert, who is Elliott's fathor-ln-law. 

The contract for the Garden en- 
tagement is reported to be unusual 
for that place in that no actual rent 
Is pai(], the Garden roccivinp a per- 
jentat'e and guaranteed aj^ainst 
w. The rent for the Garden last 
year was stated to be $3,600 daily, 
so the potential loss will run to big 
money. The considerable structure 
Of Steel and runways built within 
the Garden in the exhibition of the 
pictiiro run to a considerable sum

Other girls — there are six with the 
one, man — All in with dance special- 
ties of the usuHl, With the little 
troupe well costumed and probably 
worth more money than Hunter 
Island is VNaylng, whether for three 
days or a week. The Inn should try 
the company for a full week to see

Hunter Island probably holds 
more pleasant memories for the old- 
time regulars of New Yorii than all 
of the other roadhouses combined.

Bients, the Jones outfit declared it 
is an "exposition" and not a 
"carnival" and also that it Is the 
/^iSeond largest tent i^iow in the 
world. A newspaper story In one 
of the dallies called It "a deodorized 
carnival/' pointing out that no 
games of chance ara permitted on 
Its grounds. This was the eamo 
newspaper that had published an 
editorial asking the city council to 
ban carnivals. The Jones shows 
did good business in spite of eool 
Weather. 

During the engagement of the 
Johnny Jones shows, the city 

council directed the license bureau 
not to accept any more license ap- 
plications from carnivals pending 
the preparation of an ordinance 
which will prohibit their appear- 
ance here in the future. 



WHITE GITY HRE 
$250,000 DAMAGES 

Buildings and Rides Demol- 
ished — Rebuilding 
Immediately 

Chicago, June 28. 

Fire partially destroyed White 
City park early Saturday morning, 
With damage estimated at $260,000. 

The blaze began at the base of 
the 250-foot electric tower, believed 
due to crossed wires, and caused 
complete collapse of the structure. 
Besides the tov ar, the ferris wheel, 
numerous concessions, roofs of the 
park's two ballrooms and the open- 
air auditorium were demolished. 
Props and costumes of the Roy 
Mack revue, occupant of the latter 
place, were destroyed.

To talk about Fanchon witliout 
talking ai>out Marco can no more be 
Aone than to talk about Marco with- 
out mentioning Fanchon. They are 
natives of Los Angeles, a year apait 
In age. They were born as Fanchon 

and Marcp WolflC. Their folks were j sevehxl hundred dollars and decided 
none too rich but managed f> k* ep ' ' 
them In school and iplve them a 
proper education. However, for the 
TOttiiffsters to stay In school It was 
necessary for them to earn some- 
thing on the side. Marco at the age 
of nine years, with his younger 
brother, "Rube," established a news- 
paper* route so that he could take 
violin and his brotlier cornet les- 
sons. They also helpe<l pay for 
f^tnchon's piano lessons. 

Not enouprh income, they estab- 
lished the Wolff Juvenile Orchestra, 
a three-piece affair. Wlieii Marco 
wMt to high school, Fanchon got a 
job as an assistant dancing instruc- 
tor at Hobart Bosworth'a Dramatic 
School. In her spare time, evening, 
and at the age of 13, Fanchon got 
a job from Oliver Morosco. who was 
operating dramatic and musical 
shows at the Burbank. There for 
60^ 75 and $1 a performance, she 
helped sui>ply atmosphere for the 
attractions. 



Marco meantime was working his 

XrAy through hi^h school by playing 
a violin in a local tea room. He

Fanchon thouglit she had learned 
all necessary at Bosworth's and 
went to the Florence Doblnsdnrdra- 
tnatlc school to study the dramatic 
art.

play the middle west. Marco Imme- 
diately In his best high sohi^ol style 
letter wrote Moa^her and told 
iiim of the various engagements Ihe 
act had played and asked for an 
opening.

state Circuit decided that opening 
acts wiere not so plentiful and Wolff 
and Wolff Joined that circuit, play- 
ing through Tennessee, Louisiana

The tour, which Wiig to have 
lasted Just over the summer, took 
up nine mor.ths and Marco gave up 
all thoughts of studying law. They 
got into Chicago at that time and 
it seemed as though thoy could not 
get bookings. There were too many 
opening turns arotyilid tfiiat city. 
Fanrhon decided that as long as 
they had a litllo monoy saved up 
they could go Ixomo triumphantly 
and tell the folks what great ac- 
tors they were.

While at 
Shanley's, Jack Loeb for the Foic 
circuit made them a proposition; 
that between the dinner and mid- 
night pevformances and during the 
afternoons they could play the Fox 
houses In Greater New York. This 
they did, besides doing Sunday 
night concerts along Broadway. 
Many a Sunday they played six or 
seven different places. 

However, with all these Sunday 
shows that they played, they could 
never get into the Winter Oarden^ 
One Sunday night, all out of breath. 
Rufus LeMaire dug them up while 
they were in an independent vaude- 
ville house, rushed them over to the 
Winter Garden to take the place of 
a dancing act which had dUap- 
pointed. When on the stage of the 
Garden the ktde were nenrotte 
cause it meant do or die for them. 
In tho setting that they were work- 
ing in were bases which contained 
huge plaster of parte vaees. During 
their whirlwind dance some folks in 
the audience started to yell* and 
Marco thought they were creating 
a sensation. While whlrttngnround 
he noticed that they were coming 
closer and closer to the huge Plas- 
ter of parts vases. Before he ebilld 
stop himself or his sister, they IwA 
cra.shed Into them, completely de- 
molishing the vascA and coverinip 
themselves from top to botloii 1|lttl 
plaster of paris. 

Stopped the Show 

The crash came at a moment of 
their dance when Maroo had taken 
Fanchon on his shoulders and 
started to whirl her. Tho couple 
quickly recovered from tl»^ crash 
and continued their routine. That* of 
course, made them out and out show 
stoppers and Insured them of Hub- 
se(iuent Winter Garden dates, 
which were played Hlwiwit •*erf 
Sunday. Along came an offer to go 
to tho I'alaco, New York, for 
Keiths. They played It with the 
Keith ofllce offering them a route, 
wliich they refused time after time. 

About tliat time the Dixieland 
Jazz liand came Into New York, at 
Rolsenweber'e (caJt>aret), It created 
a sensation. Mareo recognized la 
it a similar form of musical enter- 
tainment aw that which was being 
given In San Francisco. On his 
own reHponslbllley he brom^ht a 
b.ind from San Francisco and sold 
Uufus I>'Malro the thought of put- 
ting it In at the Montmartre Cafe 
for the midnight shows witli Fan- 
chon and himself appearing witii 
the band. The tombinatlon was an 
Instantaneous lilt with the aggre- 
t;Mtion booked at the VN'inter Gar- 
d'-n and neighborhood theatren 
where they would play every few 
weeks again and again.

Finally it was decided that 
Saoramento should get the shows 
too, so another unit was organized.

Marco knew that he needed help 
and called upon his sister, Fanchon, 
to take charge of the southern end 
of production.
